Vhile the report of Lieutenant General Miles on his 
recent tour of inspection in the Philippines is treated by 
the War Department as confidential, and probably wili 
not be made public unless called for by Congress, the 
substance of some of its features has been disclosed and is 
already the subject of considerable discussion. It is under- 
stood for one thing, that General Miles recommends the 
supplying of beef on the hoof for the troops in the Philip- 
pines ip place of refrigerated beef. His view is that 
cattle should be imported into the islands, turned out to 
graze on convenient pasture lands and slaughtered as the 
needs of the Army required. General Miles has always 
been in favor of this method of provisioning troops, and 
under ordinary conditions it is all right. But in the 
lilippines in the last three years famine and rinderpest 
have destroyed thousands of carabao and other domestic 
cattle, and are still prevalent in many districts. Grazing 
is abundant, but it is not certain that it would do for 
our beef cattle. If cattle in numbers sufficient to sup- 
ply the needs of the Army were imported into the islands 
they would have to be guarded against disease on one 
hand and against ladrones on the other. The change 
recommended by General Miles might be worth trying as 
an experiment, but refrigerated beef from Australia has 
given general satisfaction and officers of the Subsistence 
lepartment who have seen service in the islands are 
almost unanimously agreed that its use should be con- 
tinued.

Another feature of the military administration of the 
archipelago to which General Miles objects is the ¢m- 
ployment of enlisted men in building public roads in the 
Island of Mindanao, his point being that they should not 
he so employed except as a matter of actual necessity. It 

a fact that the troops in Mindanao have constructed 
. road around Lake Lanao in the Moro country, but “s 
Major Gen. George W. Davis, commanding the Division 
of the Philippines, points out, the building of this road 
las greatly simplified the military problems awaiting s0- 
lution in the island besides affording healthful occupation 
or men to whom idleness would have been hurtful both 
entally and physically. The men themselves have not 


vbjected to this work; on the contrary they have sought 


t as a relief from the monotony of inactivity in a strange 
ind. The roads and other public works built by the 
roops in Mindanao, and as another instance the ac- 
nirable military road built by Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smuth 
nu the Dagupan region, have not only been of enormous 
venefit to the agricultural interests of the islands, but 
hey have given the natives a sense of American energy 
ind skill, which is a positive guaranty of future peace 
ind order. The Americans have done more in three years 
to develop the resources of the islands and place ta2mn 
in communication with external markets than the Span- 
iards accomplished in three centuries, and this bloodless 
conquest, whereby the Moros are being gradually brought 
into harmonious relations with the United States Govert- 
ment, justly ranks among the most honorable achieve- 
ments of the Army in the Philippines. It is probable, 
indeed, that every mile of road constructea in Mindanao 
by American troops obviated the necessity for construct- 
ing a mile cf entrenchments. 

“Captain Edgar G. Bellairs,” the New York Sun and 
other papers state, has no right to that name and title. 
The Sun brings forward conclusive evidence to prove 
that his reai name is Charles Balentine and that he has 
a record abroad as a swindler; that in this country he 
was convicted of forgery and sentenced to seven years 
in the Florida State Penitentiary, in 1891, serving five 
year; and that his picture appears as No. 346 in the 
Rogues’ Gallery at police headquarters in New York 
city. As “Captain Bellairs” he has been widely known 
among members of the Services through his service as 
Associated Press correspondent in Cuba, Ohina and the 





Philippines. So far as we know he has not carried on 
hfs former mode of life under his present title, and be- 
yond the concealment of his real name and past record, 
has not injured those with whom he has become ac- 
quainted. The exposure of his past record has been 
made the text, by certain daily papers, for an attack 
upon Gen. Leonard Wood, on the ground that he has 
enjoyed the special confidence of General Wood and that 
he has been used by that officer as an instrumentality 
for undermining and discrediting Governor Taft of the 
Philippines. Of this aspect of the case the New York 
Times very justly says: “Bellairs has, in his career 
of crime, fooled a large number of good men. He ap- 
pears to have deceived that able, high-minded, and stain- 
Jess gentleman and officer, Gen. Leonard Wood. But 
any attempt to hold General Wood responsible for his 
performances, any pretense that he ‘made’ General 
Wood, or that General Wood is in the remotest degree 
responsible for the attacks of Bellairs upon Governor 
Taft, will be accepted by sensible persons as evidence 
of a desire to serve some other end than the exposure 
of the wicked for the protection of righteousness.”

If a statement published in the Havana Post is cor- 
rect, the acquisition of the site for a United States nava! 
coaling station at Bahia Honda, on the northern coast of 
Cuba, may be temporarily delayed by an entirely unex- 
pected obstruction. It appears, according to the Post, 
that a company of American capitalists, mostly from 
Ohio, has bought large tracts of land adjacent to Bahia 
Honda, and that these tracts include the very land which 
had been selected as the site for the naval station. If 
that is the situation, the Government will probably have 
to make terms not only with the Cuban authorities, but 
with the American holders of the lands needed for naval 
purposes. But if these enterprising speculators have 
stepped in and got hold of this land with the expectation 
of realizing fancy profits from a re-sale to the United 
States Government they will probably be disappointed. 
Under the agreement permitting the United States to es- 
tablish naval stations on the Cuban coast, the Govern- 
ment at Washington can acquire all needful land at 
Bahia Honda by means of ordinary condemnation pro- 
ceedings, leaving the value of the property to be deter- 
mined, not by speculative combinations, but by responsi- 
ble legal authority. An official survey oc the lands is now 
in progress and as soon as it is completed the title to the 
property can be speedily adjusted, no matter whether 
the present holders like it or not.

Further evidence that England, Germany and France, 
the allied creditors of Venezuela, are resolved to realize 
the utmost of their claims against that unhappy country, 
appears in a proposition submitted to her diplomatic 
representative in Washington, Mr. Bowen, on April 3. 
It will be remembered that the allied powers agreed 
some weeks ago that the question of whether their 
claims against Venezuela were entitled to preferential 
treatment as against those of other creditor nations 
should be referred to The Hague tribunal for adjudi- 
cation, Evidently anticipating a decision adverse to 
themselves on that point, the allies on April 3 pro- 
posed that The Hague court should also be asked to 
pass upon the question whether Venezuela should be re- 
quired to pay the expense of their recent blockade of 
Venezuelan ports. This proposal, which Minister Bowen 
summarily rejected, is somewhat the most suggestive de- 
velopment in the whole Venezuelan entanglement. Its 
acceptance by Mr. Bowen in behalf of Venezuela would 
simply mean that Venezuela should pay the costs of the 
prosecution brought against her by the allied powers, 
thus greatly encouraging European creditor nations in 
the favorite sport of blockading the ports of their 
American debtors.

Lieut. A. B. Wyckoff, U.S.N., retired, calls attention to 
the fact that “Puget Sound,” and not “Bremerton,” Navy 
Yard, is the proper title. Writing from Elsinore, Cal., 
he says: “At the time I selected and purchased the lands 
and hoisted the flag on the ‘Puget Sound Naval Station’ 
there was no Bremerton. It isa village which has growu 
up at one end of the navy yard, and, judging from the re- 
cent condemnatory reports of Admiral Stirling and Cap- 
tain Eaton, is a detriment rather than advantage. I can- 
not believe that the Navy Department countenances the 
attaching of the name of this village of unsavory reputa- 
tion to one of our great navy yards, when it is really 
named after the grandest and most beautiful inland sea 
in the world. A letter addressed to the ‘Puget Sound 
Navy Yard’ would go direct to its destination from the 
uttermost parts of the earth. ‘There is no reason because 
of brevity to use ‘Bremerton’ as the one name is a long as 
the other. This yard is perhaps destined to become the 
largest in the United States, because of its geographicai 
location and unsurpassed natural advantages.” The 
official address of the station was formerly “Naval Sta- 
tion, Bremerton, Wash.” It is now “Navy Yard, Puget 
Sound, Bremerton, Wash.”

It is gratifying to observe that the daily press of the 
country is calling the attention of young men to the 
present opportunities of obtaining commissions in the 
Army. The increase of the Army affords room for the 
appointment of a considerable number of second lieuten- 
ants from civil life, and the ambitious and deserving 
young man desirous of entering the Army will never 
have a better chance to do so than exists to-day. The 
examinations, of course, are much more searching than 


were imposed during the Spanish war and strict enough 
to make it certain that none but candidates of the high- 
est character and intelligence shall be taken into the 
Service. The military Service was never more attractive 
than it is to-day. Its tone was never higher and the 
education prescribed for officers was never broader or 
more thorough. It is a happy circumstance, therefore, 
that coincidentally with these admirable conditions there 
are unusual opportunities for deserving young men seek- 
ing commissions. 





The activity of Pennsylvania authorities in reorganiz- 
ing the State forces to accord with the new Militia act 
ealls attention to what many interested in the military 
affairs of the State believe to be a very weak point in 
the act. which a number of prominent officers of the 
Guard unsuccessfully endeavored to have altered before 
the passage of the State reorganization bill. The entire 
organization of the Hospital Corps is laid out upon the 
antiquated lines prevalent in the Army, prior to the 
reorganization, provided in the last Army Appropriation 
bill. The attention of the people who had the Pennsyl- 
vania reorganization bill in charge was called to this 
condition, but they failed for some reason to consider the 
matter. In justice to the medical officers of the Guard, 
who are up-to-date men, it is felt that attention should 
be called to this weakness in the bill, and it is believed 
that an amendment to the present law may be obtained 
at the next session of the State legislature. 








An excellent example of effective co-operation between 
two of the executive departments of the Government ap- 
pears in the arrangement whereby the Department vf 
Agriculture, at the request of the Secretary of the Navy, 
has stationed inspectors at all places where butter is 
made for the use of the Navy, whose duty is to see that 
none but the highest quality of butter is accepted. Under 
this regulation all butter purchased for the Navy has to 
conform to specifications and contract requirements espe- 
cially prepared by the Agricultural Department, the re- 
sult being that the Service is now supplied with butter 
of the finest grade, at lower prices than were formerly 
paid for inferior products. This admirable methud of 
inspection and supervision under direction of the Agri- 
cultural Department might profitably be extended to 
other food supplies purchased for the Navy.

The Lieutenant General commanding the Army of the 
United States, General Miles, received his early train- 
ing in the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia. Each of the 
senior major: generals, Young and Chaffee, marched in- 
to the Army with a musket on his shoulder, and a large 
proportion of the senior officers entered the Army from 
the State troops. A single company of the New York 
National Guard has furnished no less than three officers 
to the Army, and in the appointment of new officers 
from civil life the names of many officers from the 
National Guard of various States appear. This shows 
the intimate relation existing between the State Service 
and the Regular Army and how important a factor train- 
ing in one is to the success in the other.

With regard to a newspaper report that President 
Roosevelt aimed a rebuke at Admiral Dewey when, in 
the course of his recent address in Chicago, he depre- 
cated “boasting and blustering” on the part of officers 
and public men, it is pointed out that the President’s 
speech was prepared and in manuscript form fully ten 
days before Admiral Dewey's utterances concerning the 
American and German navies were published. It is 
also distinctly stated that the President’s remarks were 
not meant to apply to any officer of the Navy or Army, 
and nobody familiar with the President’s directness of 
speech ever imagined that they were. It is his habit to 
talk to officers, not at them.

The resources of the French arsenals will this year 
be utilized to their utmost to make up for the past delays 
and keep pace with the program of naval construction. 
They will be at work upon no fewer than 150 vessels, 
Those to be put on the stocks will comprise an armored 
cruiser—the Ernest Renan—four destroyers, twenty- 
five torpedo boats, and nineteen submarines and submer- 
sibles. Work will be continued on six battleships, six 
armored cruisers, nine destroyers, seventeen torpedo 
boats, and thirteen submarines, and besides these it is 
hoped to launch two battleships, nine armored cruisers, 
ene belted cruiser, sixteen destroyers, nine torpedo boats, 
and thirteen submarines.

Acting under orders from the Secretary of the Navy 
General Heywood will detail a battalion of Marines, two 
hundred strong, with the requisite number of officers, for 
duty at the St. Louis Exposition during the summer of 
1904, for the purpose of properly guarding the naval 
exhibits at the fair. General Heywood has received 
authority to visit the site of the Exposition for the pur- 
pose of choosing a site for the camp for the Marines. 


The Medical Corps of the Navy is still greatly in need 
of young assistant surgeons, there being at the present 
time no less than twenty-seven vacancies in that corps, 
all in the grade of assistant surgeon. The age limit for 
the Naval Service is between 21 and 30 years, the ap- 
plicant must be physically sound, and must have a good 
common school education in addition to his professional 
acquirements 
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Previous to the domination of the Emperor Napoleon 
in Germany the Jews of that country had no family names 
and the prevalence of flowery names among German citi- 
zehs of Hebrew descent is ascribed to a Napoleonic decree 
requiring the Jew by a given date to choose a family 
name, and the distribution among those who had neg- 
lected to avail themselves of this privilege of names 
chosen by authority. It appears that our American 
Indians are to be subjected to a similar drastic experi- 
ence in the matter of substituting commonplace names 
for their present by pressure designations. If is is true, 
as reported, that Mr. Haml@ Garland, a gentleman 
whose works of fiction show that he possesses a fertile 
imagination, is occupied at Washington in revising and 
changing the names of the Indians on the Government 
rolls, noble red men who are soon to be full fledged 
citizens of the United States will no longer be known to 
fame and the Indian agent as Lame Horse, Sore Eye, 
Muddy Foot, Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Squaw, and other 
titles contemptuously and recklessly translated into Eng- 
lish by those who are dead to the picturesque. ‘Whether 
Mr. Garland will change their names back into the origi- 
nal Sioux or Choctaw,” says The St. Louis Democrat, 
“or merely to confer on them the commonplaces that 
mostly fill our directories, is not known, but, since his 
stories have been distinguished for the vividness of their 
local color and a fidelity to the realism of Western life, 
we shall hope for the best. He holds much of the future 
happiness of a race in his hands. Many a man’s life 
has been as much blighted and made mortifying by a 
foolish name conferred on him by his parents as by a wen 
or other excresence. There are family names, too, that 
have no excuse for being, under which whole generations 
suffer as if there was no surcease in court or legislature. 
Some seem to feel it as disgraceful to change an awk- 
ward or ridiculous tame as to dye their hair or alter 
what the mistakes of nature have conferred upon them, 
as if Providence were responsible for their names as well 
as their existence. If Hamiin Garland is renaming the 
Indians, let him proceed in a gentle and humble spirit. 
One might think that the Indians, if they must change 
their names, would like to do it themselves.” The work 
of Mr. Garland may produce as much ethnologic con- 
fusion as in the case of an English professor who was 
lecturing before a class in the West Indies. He stated 
oracularly that while it was not always possible to de- 
termine a man’s race from his name it was certain, that 
if he was named “Smith” he must be of Teutonic origin. 
Thereupon the only Smith in the class was called out 
to demonstrate the theory and he proved to be a coal 
black negro.

In view of the fact that floating dry docks are 
morally certain to play an important part in future 
naval operations, special interest attaches to an article 
with reference to those structures which has been pre- 
pared for the Journal of the American Society of Naval 
Engineers by Rear Admiral John D. Ford, Chief En- 
gineer, U.S.N. (retired). The advantages of the float- 
ing dry dock are manifold. The cost of such a struc- 
ture is only half the cost of a graving dock, and takes 
but little more than half as much time to build. It 
can be towed with safety anywhere and can be taken 
to a disabled ship with the means of providing shelter 
and repairs. Admiral Ford regards the floating dry 
dock at New Orleans as fully demonstrating the value of 
such structures for naval purposes, and he holds that 
the United States should have at least four of them 
that could be towed and anchored in sheltered places 
in close touch with the probable scene of the future 
operations of our fleets. The fact that the battleship 
Illinois was docked in the floating dry dock at New 
Orleans Jan. 6, 1902, in two hours, or forty minutes 
less than the contract time, affords conclusive proof of 
the utility of docks of that type, and the success of 
that operation fully justifies the appropriation which has 
been made for a still larger dock of the same kind to 
‘be stationed at the naval station at Cavite in the Philip- 
pines. It is perfectly clear that the increase of the 
Navy requires an adequate system of naval stations and 
it is equally plain that a considerable number of those 
stations should include floating dry docks capable of 
accommodating warships of the largest type and of being 
towed from one station to another. One of the most 
striking suggestions is that it would be wise policy to 
appoint a board of experts composed of men within 
and without the Service whose sole duty it should be 
to investigate and report upon the character, location, 
size and number of docks necessary for naval purposes. 
Besides the floating dock at New Orleans, we have a 
floeting dock at Portsmouth, N. H., which takes a 
vessel of 3,000 tons, and two at Pensacola Yard, one 
taking a ship of 1,000 tons, and the Spanish dock from 
Hlavana, which will dock a vessel of 10,000 tons. The 
one at New Orleans has a capacity of 15,000 tons. 
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Major Jefferson Randolph Kean, Med. Dept., U.S.A.. 
recently ‘Superintendent of Charities of Cuba, has an 
article in the current number of the Journal of the 
Association of Military Surgeons relating to Cuban 
hospitals and charities which graphically describes one 
of the most important works accomplished in the island 
during the American occupation. Major Kean’s de- 
partment had charge of 118 institutions, including forty 
hospitals and six training schools for nurses, and in 
their organization and management certain standards of 
efficiency and thoroughness were established which have 
brought te Cuba the inestimable advantages of modern 


medical and sanitary science. In some of the institu- 
ticns mentioned the annual mortality under Spanish rule 
was as high as 50 per cent. All were filthy, badly 
ventilated and devoid of the- simplest comforts, being, 
according to a popular saying in Cuba, “only places to 
die in.” To adapt these places to the needs of their 
inmates and make them clean, wholesome and comfortable 
was a task of indescribable difficulty, but so thoroughly 
was it performed that the hospitals and charity insti- 
tutions of Cuba to-day closely approach the level of the 
best in the world. It was Major Kean’s policy to close 
unnecessary institutions and withdraw subsidies from 
private endowed institutions as soon as they could be 
made self-supporting. In a single year he closed fifteen 
orphan asylums in the Province of Havana, while the 
number of institutions receiving State aid declined from 
188 in 1900 to 59 in 1902, these changes having been ef- 
fected without impairing the usefulness of any institu- 
tion. The moral effect of the work performed under 
Major Kean’s direction has been invaluable. It has 
discouraged pauperism, modernized educational methods 
and given the people a larger sense of self-respect and 
self-reliance. The record of this achievement will al- 
ways be recognized as one of the noblest chapters in 
the history of the Army.

“Most people,” the Engineer says, “seem to think that 
a dockyard and a naval base are the same thing, and 
that it is desirable to have as many of this thing as 
possible. They should clear their minds by studying 
the gist of Admiral Cyprian Bridge’s paper on the 
subject, which he read to a society in Hong Kong some 
little time ago. A naval base is, in other words, a sup- 
ply depot where ships must from time to time take in 
coal and ammunition and water and provisions—where 
they generally can refit and revictual; and permanent 
naval bases, according to the high authority of Admiral 
Bridge, are by no means so useful in time of war as 
bases established on the spur of the moment at points 
where they are seen to be required. Those who direct 
operations must know beforehand all such points in all 
the possible areas of conflict, and there must be arrange- 
ments for transporting to them very quickly all the stores 
that will be required. Given these conditions, which, 
no doubt, Admiral Bridge made clear to his hearers, 
it is not difficult to understand the force of his argu- 
ment in favor of shifting as opposed to fixed bases. The 
latter are known to the enemy, and he will naturally 
know his plans so as to make it as difficult as possible 
for use to be made of them. The flying base, on the 
other hand, can be set up in an unexpected quarter 
equally unfamiliar to the enemy and advantageous to 
our side. ‘The one hampers the free movements of a 
fleet; the other gives it increased mobility. The admiral 
who depends for his supplies upon a fixed base is in the 
same position as our army was in South Africa, The 
naval commander who can pick up what he wants from 
movable bases profits by the same condition of warfare 
which so much favored the Boers.” 

Capt. Matthew F. Steele, 6th U.S. Cav., in one of his 
interesting “Letters to a New Captain of Horse From 
His Father, An Old Troop Commander,” to which refer- 
ence has already been made in these columns, offers a 
suggestion with regard to Army cooks and cooking which 
deserves official consideration. It is this, namely, that 
each regiment should have its chief cook with pay 
enough to secure a man who understands his business 
and whose duty it shall be to teach the troop cooks. 
The amount of the pay required for this purpose, Cap- 
tain Steele says, would be much less than the present 
cost of the food spoiled by bad cooks. ‘This cost,” he 
centinues, “falls directly upon the soldier and not upon 
the Government, but it reacts doubly upon the Govern- 
ment by way of the time lost and the medicines ex- 
pended on account of sickness due to bad cooking. And 
it is believed that if Congress gave us a regimental 
chief cook, he would be allowed to perform his legiti- 
mate functions, now that the regimental band is by law 
given a reasonable number of musicians. The adjutant 
would not have to eke out his orchestra by taking him 
to play the bull-fiddle or the tambourine and triangle, 
as he used to have to do with the saddle sergeant and 
the chief trumpeter. Of course he would make him 
cook for the band, unless the colonel planted his com- 
manding foot squarely upon the proposition.” It can- 
not be doubted that the appointment of regimental cooks 
would be a heavy gain for economy, health and good 
living. The Government provides excellent food materials 
for the Army and should take care that they are prop- 
erly prepared and served. The way to do that is clearly 
pointed out by Captain Steele.

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The Kronstadtski Viestnik states that Admiral Mara- 
koff, of the Russian navy, in a recent lecture on battle- 
ships and unarmored vessels, gave the preference to the 
latter. In the days of smooth bore guns the armor was a 
real protection, he thought, but since then the improve- 
ment in guns and projectiles has far outstripped the im- 
provement in armor, so that the latter is no longer in- 
vulnerable to a projectile striking it at right angles, or at 
from ten to fifteen or even twenty degrees less than that. 
In place of one battleship of 9,000 tons, he would build, 
at the same cost, three unarmored vessels of 3,000 tons 
each, armed with as heavy guns and given as great speed 
and radius of action as the larger ship, but with the ad- 
vantage of not having to carry between them 1,800 tons 
of dead weight of armor. Admiral Makaroff expressed 








the belief that insufficient use is made of torpedoes be- 
cause too much is expected of them. In the case of gun 
fire 20 to 25 per cent. of hits is considered satisfactory, 
and it should be the same in the case of torpedoes. He did 
not share the French enthusiasm about submarine boats. 
The vessels he advocated should be quite unprotected and 
carry their guns on deck. A light protection only de- 
layed the shell sufficiently to cause it to explode within 
the protected vessel.

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Honduras is prolific of revolutions and other varieties 
of civil strife, but her soldiers do not appear to be over- 
Icaded with the sense of responsibility. Their equip- 
ment, or rather their lack of equipment in that respect, 
is indicated by the following extract from a private 
letter written by Capt. Smedley D. Butler, U.S.M.C., 
who is now on duty in Honduras: “On one occasion the 
Honduras soldiers, about a dozen of them, were sent 
to guard a railroad bridge. They lay on the tracks and 
went to sleep and after slumbering some time a train 
came along and struck them, severing heads, arms and 
legs in reckless profusion. The engineer and conductor 
of the train being Americans, were promptly arrested 
and were about to be hanged for murder, when the 
Marines arrived and saved their lives.” 

The test of plug tobacco which Uncle Sam’s sailors on 
the receiving ship Columbia, at the Brooklyn Yard, in- 
dulged in last week to determine which kind is best suit- 
ed to the needs of the man-o-war’s man, ended April 1, 
when Capt. James M. Miller, head of the board which 
is to place the Government’s order for tobacco for the 
next year, was comparing the numerous expert opinions 
of the jackies on the samples submitted. The week of 
free tobacco chewing began on March 25. There have 
been some severe criticisms of the samples. Most of 
these have been oral, but each written opinion now in the 
hands of Captain Miller represents the opinions of at 
least a dozen men. On no one sample do the men appear 
to be unanimous, so that the board are not gojng to have 
an easy time. Some of the written opinions are unique. 
The members of the Board to select Jack’s tobacco for 
the coming year are Capt. James M. Miller, Comdr. C. 
A. Adams and Payms. Samuel McGowan and-G. C. 
Shafer.

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Experiments have been made at the Naval Torpedo 
Station recently with naval defense mines designed to be 
used with fewer parts and less complication. Seamen 
gunners, with very little instruction in the change of 
design, have been required to plant these mines quickly, 
as though in haste, and with ordinary ship’s appliances. 
So far the experiments have been successful, but others 
will be made to discover, if possible, any faulty features 
or any desired improvement.

A new type of “dotter”’ is being built at the Naval 
Gun factory and is now practically completed. It is 
said to be much more compact and lighter than the 
original Scott dotter, and has a new mechanicism for 
giving tranverse motion to the pencil point. Each time 
the firing key is pressed the pencil flies forward, making 
a dot on the target, and then springs back and moves 
one-eighth of an inch to the right. The motion is a 
positive one and no springs are used.

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The old wooden corvette Lancaster, for so many years 
in commission as a training ship for the Navy, will be 
placed out of commission on May 15, at the Norfolk 
Navv Yard, and her men and officers will be transferred 
to the Yankee, which is destined for the same duty as 
the Lancaster. There is a strong probability that the 
Lancaster will be sold, her condition being such as not to 
warrant the repairs required to fit her for an extended 
tour of sea duty.

At the present time the United States has not less 
than three vessels on the Yang Tsze Kiang doing patrol 
duty and looking out for the interests of Americans on 
the great Chinese river.

According to the most recent despatches received from 
the commander-in-chief of the Etropean Squadron, the 
U.S.S. Albany has begun her long voyage to the far east, 
and is expected to arrive at Manila about May 10. 
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Great importance is attached by the British Military 
authorities to the Trans-Canadian Railroad which is to 
traverse a section of British-American territory so far 
north of the boundary line that it cannot be interfered 
with by a raid across the border, in the event of a war 
with the United States. It runs from Chicoutimi, just 
north of Quebec, to Port Simpson on the Pacific, and 
follows a course from 300 to 600 miles north of the fron- 
tier to the harb0r on James Bay, where it has its 
western terminus, and which is easily defended. It 
brings Yokohama 2,259 miles nearer to Liverpool than 
by the route via New York and San Francisco, the dis- 
tance being only 9,830 miles as compared with 12,089 
miles. Besides being shorter the grades of the Trans- 
Canadian are more passable than those of any other 
Pacific railroad, the —— elevation being only 2,000 
feet, compared with 4,425 at Crow’s Nest and 5,400 at 
Kicking Horse. ‘The distance from Quebec to Vancouver 
by the Canadian-Pacific Railroad is 3,078 miles and 
that from Quebee to Port Simpson by the Grand Trunk 
3.400, whereas between the two points last named by 
the Trans-Canadian is only 2,830 miles. The new road 
runs through a rich agricultural district and is abound- 
ig in mineral wealth and the products of the forests. 
Owing to the trend of the isothermal lines and the in- 
tiuence of the Chinook winds, the climate is much 
milder than the high latitude would indicate. The east- 
ern end of the line is already under construction and for 
the first section of sixty miles a subsidy of $3,200 a mile 
has been granted, to be increased to $6,400 a mile if the 
cost of the road exceeds $15,000. The same grant is ex- 


tended for the whole length of the line besides liberal . 


grants of land. The recent visit to this country of Col. 
(‘eorge Earl Church, civil engineer, an American soldier 
of our Civil War resident in ndon for the past twenty- 
hve years, was with reference to the construction of 
this road. 

The Navy Department this week received a telegraphic 
report, stating that some damage had been done to the 
deck of the new battleship Maine by the recoil of her 
powerful 6-inch guns. The ship has not been found to 
be structurally weak, as has been reported, but it was 
found in the recent target practice that the emplacements 
of the G-inch guns were loosened, and it will be neces- 
sary to strengthen the deck of the ship to prevent further 
damage of the same character. The Maine has been 
ordered to Hampton Roads, where she will be carefully 
surveyed. Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles this week 
give out the following authorized statement relative to 
the ship: “We have had no detailed information in re- 
curd to the trouble on the Maine; we have had two or 
tree telegrams stating that the gun supports or founda- 
tions of several of the 6-inch guns, of which she has six- 
teen, are not sufficiently rigid, and we have also hear 
that there is some trouble with the turning gear of the 
12-inch turrets. The vessel, not having been finally ac- 
copted from the contractor and the contractor being re- 
sponsible for this work, the Maine has been ordered to 
Ilampton Roads for examination in behalf of the De- 
partment and the contractor to determine what work, if 
uny, is required, and to settle then where and when it 
will be done. I anticipate nothing serious, and am confi- 
dent that the Maine will be ready to accompany the fleet 
on its summer cruise.” 








One gets a sense of the bigness of the Panama Canal 
project from a recent statement by Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker, U.S.N., retired, president of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission. Admiral Walker says that the force now 
caployed in canal construction by the new French Pana- 
ma Canal Company consists of 160 engineers, 45 medical 
vilicers and 1,500 laborers, and that their wages, which are 
at present guaranteed by the United States, will require 
an outlay of at least $5,000 a day. When the United States 
enters upon a general project of construction on the canal, 
the working force will number 30,000 men, and the selec- 
tion of this force involves a labor problem of serious im- 
portance. The men now engaged in the work are mostly 
negroes from Jamaica who are thoroughly acclimated, 
but when construction is undertaken on a larger’ scale 
workmen will probably be taken from other islands of the 
West Indies and from the southern portion of the Unite! 
States. It is thought likely that considerable numbers 
of Chinese and Japanese will be employed. They are 
excellent workmen and are peculiarly fitted by nature for 
such labor in a climate like that of the isthmus. It is the 
desire of Admiral Walker to retain as many as possible 
of the men now employed on canal work, because of their 
being thoroughly accustomed to the climate. 





It is probable that the old Revenue Cutter Washington 
will be abandoned. A board of Revenue Cutter Service 
officers consisting of Capt. Russell Glover, Capt. J. W. 
Collins, Engineer-in-Chief of the Service, and Constr. J. 
\V. Lee have been ordered to Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of making an examination of the boat to see if she 

of enough value to warrant her being repaired for 
future service. The Washington is one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, vessel in the Service. She was trans- 
ferred from the Navy in 1865 to the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice, having served through the Civil War.

sabers is not a _ violation of the laws of war, 
nor any of the conventions which have been 
accepted by the United States, either expressly 


or by implication, for the government of its mil- 
itary forces when engaged in actual military opera- 
tions. The Geneva Convention and its modification re- 
late to the care and neutralization of the sick and 
wounded in time of war.”

Brig. Gen. Wallace F. Randolph, Chief of Artillery, 
U.S.A., has recommended that four of the eight com- 
panies of Coast Artillery now stationed in Cuba be 
brought back to the United States and assigned to ser- 
vice at Portland, Me., in connection with the forthcom- 
ing joint maneuvers of the Army and Navy, and if this 
recommendation is adopted by the War rtment it 
will reduce the number of United States troops in Cu- 
ba to about 500. The eight companies now in Cuba 
ure stationed at Havana, Santiago and Cienfuegos, but 
if part of them are withdrawn those remaining will prob- 
ably be transferred te the neighborhood of the pro- 
jected naval stations at Guantananamo and Bahia Honda. 
There has been some resentment among Cuban politi- 
cians against the continued presence of American troops 
in the island, and this increasing sentiment would 
doubtless be somewhat appeased by the rearrangement 
which General Randolph has proposed. 


Should the recommendations of Admiral Evans as to 
the disposition of the Monocacy be carried out there will 
occur an excellent opportunity for the junk dealers of 
the Far East to acquire a large quantity of first-class 
material, for the old ship was originally of the best 
of plate iron and it is known that the condition of the 
hull plates has not materially deteriorated duri the 
long period of her service. Taking the fate of the Palos 
as a guide, the Monocacy may continue afloat in coast- 
wise trade for a long time to come. It is said that the 
machinery of the vessel is in excellent condition, and 
although somewhat old fashioned is quite as economical! 
as much of the modern machinery afloat in the eastern 
waters. The Navy Department has taken no action 
thus far upon the recommendations of Admiral Evans, 
and is not likely to do so for some time to come. The 
re-enforcements now under way for that station may 
hasten a decision in the matter.

A plan looking to the formation of a fleet of torpedo 
boats to be under the command of a captain in the Navy, 
is now under consideration at the Navy Department. 
When Capt. George A. Converse is relieved of the com- 
mand of the Illinois, in October, he will probably be as- 
signed to duty in command of all the torpedo craft in the 
Navy. This does not necessarily mean that Captain Con- 
verse will be at sea all the time, as he will have charge 
of the docking and repairs to the little craft over which 
he is to have general supervision. ‘The Department is 
now preparing to commission a torpedo-boat destroyer 
flotilla, ts be placed under the command of Lieut. Comdr. 
L. H. Chandler. This flotilla will pass under the su- 
preme command of Captain Converse in case he assumes 
the duties now designed for him.

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Wireless telegraphy tests by the Navy will be continued 
in the near future. Rear Admiral Bradford has recently 
ordered twenty sets of instruments, for the equipment of 
vessels and shore stations. Wireless telegraphy masts 
are to be constructed ali along the Atlantic coast, at Bos- 
ton, Cape Cod, Montauk Point, New York, Cape Henry, 
Va., Norfolk, Dry Tortugas and Key West. The Topeka 
has already been sent to Annapolis for wireless telegraph 
work, and the Prairie is to go to Boston for the same 
duty.

RELIEF FOR GENERAL PRISONERS. 
The following letter and proposed Naval General Order, 
written by Judge Advocate General Lemly to Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Darling and approved on April 
7, are self-explanatory: , 

“Sir:—I have the honor to submit herewith the draft 
of a general order designed to prevent the discharge of 
general court-martial prisoners in a penniless condi- 
tion, by reason of which they are likely to become at 
once a charge upon the community. The remedy pro- 
posed is necessitated by recent rulings of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, the substance of which is in- 
dicated in the draft. The matter has recently been 
brought to my vicgior attention by the Commandant 
of the Navy Yard, Boston, Mass., where, as a result 
of the decisions referred to, it is at times necessary to 
discharge prisoners in a destitute condition—a circum- 
stance that has led to adverse criticism of the Navy 
Department, as the general practice in every State in 
the Union is to give a prisoner when released from con- 
finment a sum sufficient to support him for a short time 
while seeking employment, thereby lessening the temp- 
tation to immediately resort to vagrancy or crime as a 
means of subsistence.” 

The General Order suggested by Captain Lemly and 
approved by Assistant Secretary Darling follows: “In 
order that enlisted men of the Navy and Marine © 
sentenced by general court-martial to discharge at the 
expiration of terms of confinment may in no case he 
turned adrift in destitute condition, and inasmuch as, un- 
der recent decisions of the Comptroller of the Treasury 
the sums of money usually excepted from forfeiture by 
the terms of a court-martial sentence, as allowances for 
prison expenses and upon release and discharge, may 
not be paid a prisoner in debt to the Government, the 
Department directs that hereafter the following rules 
be observed: 

“Officers submitting reports against enlisted men, and 
recommending for trial by general court-martial, shall 
in every case transmit with the report a complete state- 
ment of the man’s pay account (and, in case there he 
one, of his clothing account also), as of the date of such 
report, 

“When the trial of a man by general court-martial is 
ordered, the judge advocate shall be furnished with the 
above-indicated information; and it shall be the duty of 
the court, in case of conviction ahd the imposition of »# 
sentence involving loss of pay during a stated period of 
confinement with discharge from the Service at the ex- 
piration thereof, to ascertain whether he is in debt to 
the United States, and, if so, to except in terms from 
forfeiture a portion of, the pay accruing during confine- 
ment sufficient to discharge his indebtedness, This sum 
should always be specifically stated in dollars and cents, 
and will be exclusive of the pay exempted from fer- 
feiture te provide prison expenses and a sum of money 
upon discharge.” 





NAUTICAL KNOWLEDGE FOR ARTILLERY. 


Brig. Gen. Wallace F. Randolph, Chief of Artillery, 
has sent to the Headquarters of the Army the following 
recommendation of general interest and importance to 
the Army and Navy: “In any vertical system of pos'- 
tion finding it is of great importance that the personnel 
ot the Coast Artillery should be familiar with certain 
nautical expressions and characteristics of the different 
types of ships. For example, in a fleet of three ships 
consisting of the lowa, Oregon and Illinois, while time 
would be consumed in obtaining and sending the azimuth 
and range of the one selected as a target say the lowa 
a rapid means of identification would be to describe 
her as ‘a one-masted battle ship with high tree board 
forward’ or some simple and equally effective descrip- 
tion involving the peculiar characteristics of her type. 

“This difficulty in describing targets is greatly in- 
creased when a horizontal system of position finding is 
used, it being necessary to send information to the two 
ends of the horizontal base line, and unless the observer 
at each end follows the same target great confusion 
would exist. If the peculiarities of our fleet are not well 
known to the Coast Artillery, it is not improbable that 
a friendly vessel approaching a fort in thick weather or 
after dark might be mistaken for any possible enemy, 
which would lead to disastrous results. 

In order to provide systematic instruction in this line, 
the following recommendations are made: 

“}. That each Artillery post be furnished with a set 
of international flags, the flag staff to be fitted with a 
yard arm as shown on accompanying design, for the 
purpose of displaying signals. This was done during 
the Spanish-American War. 

“v. That each Naval vessel and each revenue cutter, 
when passing within signal distance of any fortification, 
be requested to display its number, from which, by con- 
sultation with a printed list, the name of the vessel may 
be determined, the fort to acknowledge this signal, and 
record the incident in the guard book. 

“43 That at each Coast Artillery post the District 
Commander have prepared on a form to be submitted 
inter, an identification table (See page 117, D.RLC.A) 
for all vessels plying in waters covered by fire from fort. 

“4. That whenever a naval vessel anchors near a fort- 
ification the officer of the day submit a sketch showing 
her general characteristics, class of guns, armor, etc., 
with a brief description of the best method of attack by 


the fort.”

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GENERAL STAFF OF ‘THE ARMY. 


The board of officers convened at Washington, D.C., 
consisting of Major Gen, Samuel B. M. Young, Major 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Major Gen. John C. Bates, Brig. 
Gen. William H. Carter, Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
Brig. Gen. Wallace F’. Randolph, Chief of Artillery, and 


Major Henry A. Greene, U.S. Inf., A.A.G., to recom- 
mend for detail forty two o from the Army at 
large, including the existing staff corps and departments 
and the line, to complete the first organization, exclu- 
sive of general officers, of the General Staff as constituted 
by section 3 of the act approved Feb, 14, 1903, has made 
its report to the Secretary of War, who‘has approved it. 

The board met in Washington, D.C., March 30, 1903, 
and daily thereafter (except Saturday and Sunday, April 
4 and 5) until April 7 inclusive. Sessions averaging 
about seven hours per diem. All members of the board 
were present at each working session. 

The efficiency reports of (9U officers were furnished 
the board. There were also furnished from the Adju- 
tant General’s Office under date of March 28, 1903, in- 
dividual applications and letters of recommendation con- 
cerning twenty-one officers; under date ot April 1, 1903, 
similar papers concerning eleven officers; under date of 
April 2, 190%, similar papers concerning tive officers and 
in the same enclosure, recommendations of the Quarter- 
master General, Surgeon General and Chief Signal Offi- 
cer; under date of April 3, 190%, similar papers con- 
cerning five officers; under date of April 4, 1903, similar 
papers concerning seven otticers. 

Recommendations by Brigadier Generals Kobbé, Grant 
and Goodale, by the Commissary General, Judge Advo- 
cate General, Inspector General, Chief of Ordnance, Chief 
of Engineers, and by the Adjutant General of the Army, 
with reference to certain military atiachés and others, 
were also received and given consideration by the board. 

After mature and careful consideration, the board re- 
ports that it has selected and recommends for detail, the 
tollowing officers to complete the first organization exclu- 
sive of general officers, of the General Staff as constituted 
by Section 3 of the act approved Feb. 14, 1903. viz:

In the case of each of the officers herein named tne 
recommendation of the board is unanimous.

There 
being no further business before it, the board then at 
9:45 a.m., April 7, 1908, adjourned sine die. 
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“THE PHILIPPINES AND THE ARMY.” 


President Roosevelt addressed an enormous gathering 
at Fargo, N.D., on April 7, taking for his subject “The 
Philippine Islands and The Army,” and devoting bimvsei! 
to a vindication of the course pursued in the archipelago 
by the United States military and civil authorities. ite- 
calling the pledge given by President McKinley three aia 
a half years ago, that a beneficent civil governmen: 
should be provided for the Filipinos, t’resident Roose- 
velt declared that the pledge had been handsomely fu!- 
filled, and continuing, said in part: 


“When President McKinley spoke, the first duty was 
the restoration of order, and to this end the use of the 
Army of the United States—an army composed of Regu- 
lars and Volunteers alike—was necessary. To put down 
the insurrection and restore peace to the islands was a 
duty not only to ourselves, but to the islanders also. 
We could not have abandoned the conflict without shirk- 
ing this duty, without proving ourselves recreants to 
the memory of our forefathers. Moreover, if we had 
abandoned it we would have inflicted upon the Filipinos 
the most cruel wrong and would have doomed them to 
a bloody jumble of yg ok 4 and tyranny. 

“It seems strange, looking back, that any of our 
people should have failed to recognize a duty so obvious, 
but there was such failure, and the Government at home, 
the civil authorities in the te ge and above all, 
our gallant Army, had to do their work amid a storm 
of detraction. The Army in especial was attacked in a 
way which finally did good, for in the end it aroused the 
hearty resentment of the great body of the American 
people, not against the Army, but against the Army’s 
traducers. 

“The circumstances of the war made it one of peculiar 
difficulty, and our soldiers were exposed to peculiar 
wrongs from their foes. They fought in dense tropical 
jungles against enemies who were very treacherous 
and very cruel, not only toward our own men, but toward 
the great numbers of friendly natives, the most peace- 
able and most civilized among whom eagerly welcomed 
our rule. Under such circumstances, among a hundred 
thousand hot-blooded and powerful young sen serving in 
small detachments on the other side of the globe, it was 
impossible that occasional instances of wrongdoing should 
not occur. The fact that they occurred in retaliation for 
well-nigh intolerable provocation cannot for one moment 
be admitted in the way of excuse or justification. Al! 
gs Americans regret and deplore them, and the War 
epartment has taken every step in its power to punish 
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es eat tet tee eS 
seggeten of the offense, 

“But these offenses were the exception and not the 
rule. As a whole our troops showed not only signal 
courage and efficiency, but great humanity, and the 
most sincere desire to promote the welfare and liberties 
of the islanders. In a series of exceedingly harassing 
and difficult campaigns they completely overthrew the 
enemy, reducing them finally to a condition of mere 

dage, and wherever they conquered they conquered 
only to make way for the rule of the civil vernment, 
tor the introduction of law and of liberty under the law. 
When, by last July, the last vestige of organized insur- 
rection had disappeared, peace and amnesty were pro- 
claimed. 

“As rapidly as the military rule was extended over the 

_islands by the defeat of the insurgents, just so rapidly 
was it replaced by the civil government. At the present 
time the civil government is supreme and the Army in 
the Philippines has been reduced until it is sufficient 
merely to vide against the recurrence of trouble. In 
Governor Taft and his associates we sent to the Filipinos 
as upright, as conscientious, and as able a group of ad- 
ministrators as ever any country has been blessed with 
having. With them and under them we have associated 
the best men among the Filipinos, so that the great 
majority of the officials, including many of the highest 
rank, are themselves natives or the islands. The admin- 
istration is incorruptibly honest; justice is as jealously 
safeguarded as here at home. The government is con- 
ducted purely in the interests of the people of the islands; 
they are protected in their religious and civil rights; they 
have been given an excellent and Well-administered school 
system, and eacn of them now enjoys rights to ‘life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness,’ such as were never 
before known in all the history of the islands.’ 

After paying a high tribute to Governor Taft and the 
great work which the latter, with the aid of the Army, 
nas accomplished in the Philippines, the President took 
up the subject of recent military legislation, and spoke 
as follows:: 

“The last Congress exacted some admirable legislation 
affecting the Army, passing first of all the Militia bill 
and then the bill to create a General Staff. The Militia 
bill represents the realization of a reform which had been 
championed ineffectively by vere and had been 
fruitlessly agitated ever since. At last we have taken 
from the statute books the obsolete militia law of the 
Revolutionary days and have provided for efficient aid 
to the National Guard of the States. I believe that no 
other great country has such fine natural material for 
volunteer soldiers as we have, and it is the obvious duty 
of the nation and of the States to make such provision 
as will enable this volunteer soldiery to be organized 
with all possible rapidity and efficiency in time of war, 
and, furthermore, to nelp, in every way the National 
Guard in time of peace. he militia law enacted by the 
Congress marks the first long step ever taken in this 
direction by the national Government. 

“The General Staff law is of immense importance and 
benefit to the Regular Army. Individually, I would not 
admit that the American Regular, either officer or en- 
listed man, is inferior to any other regular soldier in 
the world. In fact, if it were worth while to boast, 
I should be tempted to say that he was tne best. But 
there must be proper training, proper organization, and 
administration, in order to get the best service out of 
even the best troops. This is particularly the case with 
such a small Army as ours, scattered over so vast a 
country. We do not need a large Regular Army, but we 
do need to have our small Regular Army the very best 
that ‘can possibly be produced. Under the worn-out and 
ineffective organization which has hitherto existed, a sud- 
den strain is absolutely certain to produce the dislocation 
and confusion we saw at the outbreak of the war with 
Spain, and when such dislocation and confusion occur 
it is easy and natural, but entirely improper, to blame 
the men who happen to be in office, instead of the sys- 
tem which is really responsible. Under the law just en- 
acted by Congress this system will be changed immensely 
for the better, and every patriotic American ought to 
rejoice, for when we come to the Army and Navy we 
deal with the honor and interests of all of our people, 
and when such is the case party lines are as nothing, 
and we all stand shoulder to. shoulder as Americans, 
moved only by pride in and love for our common 
country.”

Major Gen. G, W. Davis left Manila on April 6 on a 
tour of inspection in the islands of Jolo and Mindanao. 
He has planned to operate traction engines on the new 
military road between Iligam on the coast and Lake 
Lanao. Two sultans, one being the datto of North 
Lanao, recently requested that they be furnished with 
American . ‘They were supplied by the military an- 
thorities and the Moros are now floating them over their 
settlements. 

Lieut. Joel R. Lee, 10th Inf., whe was court-martialed 
at Lligan, Island of Mindanao, on the charge of man- 
slaughter, has been acquitted. The case arose from the 
killing of two native prisoners of war. 

William A. L. Wilson, formerly disbursing officer of 
the Bureau of Coast Guard and Transportation at 
Manila, who defaulted and was recently arrested in 
Montreal, has been convicted in Manila and sentenced to 
sixteen years’ imprisonment. 

Capt. Harry H. Bandholtz, 2d Inf., Civil Governor of 
Taya Province, has been so brilliantly successful in 
-administering the affairs of that turbulent province that 
the Philippine Civil Commission has recommended that he 
be appointed a colonel of the Philippine Constabulary in 
recognition of his services. Under the careful adminis- 
tration of Captain Bandholtz, Tfayanoas, formerly one 
of the most troublesome, has become one of the most 
orderly provinces in the islands. 

Governor Taft of the Philippines is planning for the 
immediate expenditure of $1,000,000 of the $3,000,000 
appropriated by Congress for the relief of the impover- 
ished provinces in the purchase and transportation of 
farm animals, which the recent epidemic of rinderpest 
almost exterminated. Agriculture has since been prac- 
tically paralyzed. These animals will be distributed by 
the provincial officials at cost after they have been made 
immuyne at the Government farm. A 

Major General Davis, commanding the Division, has 
issued a report dated Manila, April 2, which shows that 
there is a steady improvement in the health of the treops 
there, and cholera has almost disappeared. There wax 
ouly one death from cholera for the week. 

The constabulary authorities have arrested fifty per- 
sons in Pampanga province for being members of the 
secret society organized by the renegade “Bishop” Agli- 
pay. The prisoners are accused of sedition. The evi- 
dence against them, which is sensational, was secured by 
officers of the constabulary joining the society. 

Judge Henry C. Ide, of the Philippine Commission, 
has advised the War Department of his arrival at San 
Francisco from the Philippines. Referring to the ill- 
ness of Governor Taft, Judge Ide says it is the result 
of the Governor’s extended trip through the provinces, 
and that a rest in the hills will accomplish his recovery. 

Oapt. Clarence R. Edwards, 10th Inf., Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War wepartment, has 
invited subscriptions for $3,000,000 of the certificates of 
indebtedness of the Government of the Philippine Isl- 
lands, authorized by the act of Congress to establish a 
standard of value and to provide for a coinage system in 
the Philippine Islands. e certificates will be issued 
in coupon form, in the denomination of $1,000; they will 
be dated May 1, 1903, bearing interest at 4 per cent. a 
year payable quarterly, and will be redeemable in one 
year after date of issue in gold coin at the office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York City. The 
certificates will be accepted by the Treasury Department 
as security for deposits of the public money of the United 
States in national banks whenever further deposits may 
be made, and may at any time be substituted for United 
States bonds now held as security for deposits, on con- 
dition that the Government bonds thus released used 
as security for additional national bank note circulation. 
The Secretary of War reserves the right to reject any 
and all subscriptions. All subscriptions must be re- 
ceived at the War Department. Washington, D.C., not 
later than 2 o'clock p. m., Monday, April 20. 

The War Department has received a recommendation 
from General Davis, commanding the Division of the 
Philippines, for the appointment to the Regular Army of 
Ist Lieuts. Boss Reese and Frank Nickerson of the 
Philippine Scouts. These two officers showed great gai- 
lantry in the fight of last month between the Scouts and 
the ladrones under San Miguel. 2d Lieut. John L. Fin- 
layson, also of the Philippine Scouts, who participated 
in this engagement, has been recommended for promotion, 
and Otto Heiter, Hospital Corps, who shot five Filipinos 
in the engagement and lost his arm, has recom- 
mended for a medal of honor. 

Another accident occurred at Fort Myer, Va., April 4. 
during a drill Troop F, in preparation for the Military 
Athletic ‘League Tournament, to be held in New York 
City. The horse of Private William Denn fell while 
jumping a hurdle and Denn’s collarbone was fractured.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral George E. Belknap, one of the most dis- 
tinguished officers of the old Navy, died at Key West, Fa., 
April 7, in his 7lst year. Rear Admiral Belknap was 
born in Newport, N.H., on Jan. 22, 1832, and was ap- 
pointed a midshipman in the Navy from the same State 
in 1847, and was attached successively to the Porpoise and 
Raritan, served at the Naval Academy and on the Ohio 
and Portsmouth. In 1856 he commanded a launch at the 
capture of the Barrier forts in China and assisted in the 
undermining and blowing up of four of them. He com- 
manded the boats of the St. uis, at the first and second 
reinforcements of Fort Pickens, April, 1861; nboat 
Huron, South Atlantic Blockading Squadron, 1861-2; ex- 
pedition against Fernandina, St. John’s, St. Mary’s, St. 
Augustine, etc. Commissioned as lieutenant commander, 
July 15, 1862; was attached to the ironclad steamer New 
lronsides, 1862, and South Atlantic Blockading Squad- 
ron, 1863 4, taking part in twenty-seven engagements with 
defences of Charleston Harbor, comprising actions against 
Forts Wagner, Sumter and Moultrie, Batteries Bee. 
Beauregard, etc. He commanded the gunboat Seneca, 
North Atlantic Squadron, 1864; and the ironclad Can- 
onicus in two actions with Howlett House Battery, De- 
cember, 1864, and at Fort Fisher, December, 1864, and 
January, 1865, taking the advanced position. After the 
capture of Fort Fisher, he proceeded to Charleston, and 
was present at the evacuation of the city, and fired the 
last hostile shot at its defences. He commanded the 
same vessel in Admiral Godon’s Special. Squadron to 
Havana, in quest of the rebel ironclad Stonewall. He 
was on the steam-sloop Shenandoah, Asiatic Squadron,

1866-7, and commanding the flagship Hartf 
Asiatic Squadron, 1967-8; Admiral Belknap’ commanded 
of Formosa,

1873, to take Commander Selfridge and party on board 
and co operate in the survey for inter-oceanic canal across 
the Isthmus of Darien. In May, 1873, he was detached 
from South Pacific Squadron, and to special 
duty with the Tuscarora, to make deep-sea soundi be- 
tween the western coast of the United States the 
shores of J to determine the feasibility of laying a 
submarine cable on the bed of the Pacific. He fitted the

and began operations in September, 1873. Used Sir 
Wm. ’s machine for sounding with pianoforte 
wire, at that time comparatively untried; improved the 
machine and develéped its wo capacity, sounding 
vie mane ease an  socuney in fathoms oa was 
ormerly done . using rope. ascer- 
tained the “True Continental Outline” from Cape Fiat- 
tery to San Diego; ran a line of soun San 
Diego to Yokohama, Japan, via Hawaiian and Bonin 
Islands. Returning, he sounded from Yokohama to Cape 
Flattery, Washington Territory, via the Aleutian Isl- 
lands. e found off the coast of Japan the most extra- 
ordinary depths ever known, the deepest water being 
4,655 fathoms, or more than 5% statute miles. He in- 
vented three different cylinders or cups for bringing up 
specimens of soil from the ocean-bed, ch are now in 
use both in the navai Service and the coast survey. He 
was senior officers present at Honollulu when the riot 
occurred on the election of David Kalakaua as King of 
Hawaiian Islands, and landed companies of blue-jackets 
and marines from the ra and Portsmouth, re- 
storing order, and occupied the town six days, at the re 
quest of the king. When the new government was firmly 
established, he withdrew the force to the ships. He re- 
ceived for this action in conjunction with Commander 
Skerrett, commanding the Portsmouth, the thanks of the 
king, the legislative assembly, the chamber of commerce, 
and the consular corps. He was commissioned a captain 
in 1875, and was Superintendent of the Naval Observa- 
tory in 1885 and 1886. From 1886 to 1889 he command- 
ed the Mare Island Navy Yard, and was then assigned, 
with rank of rear admiral, te command the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, whicn he retained until 1892, when he became presi- 
dent of the Board of Inspection and Survey. He dis- 
charged several special assignments, includi direction 
of the naval exhibit at the World’s Fair, until January, 
1894, when he was retired. His son, Lieut. Reginald R. 
Belknap, U.S.N., is on duty in the Bureau of Navigation.

Allen Ripka Adams, son of the late Capt. Henry L.

Mrs. Morton McMichael, who died April 1, in New 
York City, was a daughter of the late Moses Thomas, 
who served with the lst City Troop in the War of 1812. 
Both her father’s and mother’s ancestors were among the 
early colonists in Pennsylvania, and were included amoung 


the property owners and householders near Philadelphia 
before 1700. On the paternal side her family has n 
connected with the United States Army continuously 
since its organization. Sw ait 


Brevet Capt. Henry McQuiston, U.S.A., retired, who 
died on the 13th of February, 1903, at Pasadena, Cal., 
served as a private and sergeant in Co. K, 6th U.S. Cav., 
from July 31, 1861, to Sept. 22, 1862, and was promoted 
2d lieutenant in we of the latter year. He was placed 
on the retired list Sept. 26, 1863 on account of wounds 
received in the line of duty. Captain McQuiston, held 
two brevets, that of Ist lieutenant, for gallant and meri- 
torious services in the battle of Beverly Ford, Va., and 
that of captain, for gallant and meritorious services in 
action at Upperville, Va. 

Mrs. Ann Warren, the oldest resident of Jefferson 
county, N.Y., died at Dexter April 4, aged 103.

CIRCULAR, MARCH 16, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Publishes the following opinions and decisions: 

A certificate of merit can only be granted upon a 
recommendation theretor made while the person to 
whom the grant of the certificate is recommended 
was in the military service of the United States as an 
enlisted man by the officer who, at the time such en- 
listed man distinguished himself, was aes the 
regiment, or was chief of the corps to which the enlisted 
man belon \ 

The wo “corps,”’ as used in section 1216 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, as amended by the acts of Congress ap- 
proved Feb. 9, 1891, and March 29, 1892, is construed .o 
mean any staff corps or department of the Army. 

Unless the officer in immediate command of a regiment 
at the time an enlisted man thereof distinguished him- 
self has specifically recommended the awa of a certi- 
ficate of merit to that man, such a certificate can not be 
granted to him upon the recommendation of any superior 
commander or of any other officer. 

When an officer, non-commissioned officer, or private 
in the military service of the United States has most dis- 
tinguished himself in action, a medal of honor can. be 
awarded to him, regardless of whether he fs in the mili- 
tary service or not, provenes than an application or 
recommendation for the award of the medal to him 
was made while he was in the military service. | 

A medal of honor can not be awarded to a person riot 
in the military service of the United States for most 
distinguished service formerly rendered by him as an 
officer, non-commissioned officer, or private unless an 
application or recommendation for the awatd of a médal 
t» him was made while he was in the military service.

CIRCULAR M4, APRIL 3, H.Q.A.,A.G.O. 

Publishes a letter from the Honorable the Postmaster

Birdsall, Co. D, 2th Inf., 
who originally enlisted May 12, 1898, in Co. B, 3d North 
Carolina Volunteers; was discharged Feb. 8, ;. re- 
enlisted March 27, 1899, in Co. C, 24th Inf.; discha Mé 
30, 1902, having been unavoidably detained in service two ° 
months, four days, and again re-enlisted July 3, 1902, in 
Co. D, Mth Inf. In concluding his review of the case 
Comptroller Mitchell says: “For the purpose of deter- 
mining the rate of pay for the fourth and fifth years ot 
service, and all periods thereafter, I think the proper 
rule is to give the soldier credit for all continuous serv 
rendered by him. To illustrate: If a soldier, under a 
three year enlistment serves three years and two months, | 
and immediately re-enlists, he is entitled after ten 
months’ service under his re-enlistment to the pay pro- 
vided by law for a soldier serving in the fiftn year of, 
service. Upon the facts submitt I am of the opinion, 
and so decide, that Private Birdsall is entitled, upon 
re-enlistment, to count the time held to service beyond 
his three year enlistment in determining his fourth and 
fifth years of service for the purpose of increase of 
pay, as provided in the Revised Statutes, supra."’

CIRCULAR 16, APRIL 8, H.Q.A.,A.G.0. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the attention of 
department and other commanders is invited to vhe 
act of Congress approved Aug. 6, 18% (28 Stat., 237) en- 
titled “An act making appropriations for the support 
of the Army for the fiscal year ending June. 1896, v 
for other purposes’ (published in G.O., No. H.Q.A., 
Aug. 10, 1894), which contains the following provision; 

“And hereafter no portion of the appropriation for 
mileage to officers traveling on duty without troops shall 
be expended for inspections or investigations, except such 
as are especially ordered by the Secretary of ar, or 
such as are made by Army and department commanders 
in visiting their commands, and those made by I 
General's Department in pursuance of law, Army - 
lations or orders issued by the Secretary of War or 
Commanding General of the Army, and all orders in- 
volving toe peyuent of mileage s state the special 
duty enjoined.” 

This provision has never been reponie’ and therefore 
remains in force as a law of the United States. 

Under the provisions of this law the authority for or- 
dering inspections or investiga‘ions other than— 
“such as are made by Army or department commanders.

G.O. 8, MARCH 30, DEPT. OF COLUMBIA. 

Publishes provision concerning instruction and contests 
in athletic and military exercises in this department, 
having been recommended by a board of officers, from 
whicn we make the following extracts: 

Except when on duty in the field, on practice marches, 
in camps of instruction or engaged at target practice 
and field exercises, all troops in this command will be 
given some kind of instruction in calistnenic, gymnastic 
or athletic exercises for not less than twenty minutes 
per day in addition to the regular military drill and in- 
struction for at least four days per week; and post and 
department contests will be regularly held. 


instruction in the mounted exercises, and bayonet 
and tencing exercises may, when given as required by 
schedule, take the place of the instruction prescribed 


above. 

At each post a suitable officer will be detailed to super- 
intend the systematic athletic instruction thereat, and 
so far as the weather and the capacity of suitable build- 
ings may permit, all the troops available will be exer- 
cised together under his personal directions. 

Programs for the regular athletic events and monthly 
field days will be prepared by the athletic officer and 
submitted to the post commander for his approval. 

When one or more arms of the Service are stationed 
together, the mounted exercises as stated above will 
suffice, under troop or battery supervision, except that 
tor at least one day per week those troops will report 
to the post athletic officer for exercise with the others. 

Post commanders will set aside one day about the 
middle of each month as a recreation day, on which day 
all drills and all but the necessary fatigue duties will be 
suspended, and the day devoted to military and athletic 
contests. 

These will be systematically conducted in the forenoon 
and afternoon, in accordance with the methods and rules 
prescribed by the Amateur Athletic Union of the United 
States. 

Whenever an individual has won the same event twice 
at the same post he shall be considered an Expert 
Athlete in that event; he shall be given a special bronze 
medal and shall thereafter be debarred from competing 
in said event at that post except with men of his own 
class. 

The man wh first qualifies as an expert at a post in 
an event will be considered the Champion Athlete of that 
post in that event, but will be entitled to that distinc- 
tion only so long as he is able to defeat all men of his 
class in that event in subsequent post contests. 

Before any one can become eliginle or compete for the 
post championship in any event, however, he must qualify 
as an expert in that event. 

Medals awardea in post and department contests may 
be purchased from funds provided for prizes, by volun- 
tary subscriptions from post exchanges and ower sources, 
and will be of the pattern prescribed by the department 
commander. 

The order gives full details for the holding of garrison 
competitions and other information.

As the time approaches for the return of Secretary of 
the Navy Moody to Washington the interest among Navy 
officers in the proposition for the establishment of a Gen- 
eral Staff Corps for the Navy seems to increase. We 
have already, in our issue of March 21, published some of 
the details of the project, and have endeavored to give 
some insight into the feeling among Navy officers as to 
the scheme. ‘That the general idea of such a staff for the 
Navy meets with nearly universal favor among officers 
is just as certain as that a General Staff for the Army 
was favored by the officers of the latter Service who noted 
the advancement being made in the military sciences. 
But judging from the little inkling of the plan suggested 
to Secretary Moody that has reached the Navy, the plan 
itself admits of some change, in the opinion of many 
officers of prominence. All the details of the plan have 
not, however, yet been generally aired for the benefit of 
the Service. 

Treating the General Staff in a broad sense and leaving 
entirely out of consideration any plans that are being 
advocated, we are convinced that such an organization 
would be an excellent thing for the Navy, and would do 
much to smooth over the few rough places in the admin- 
istration of naval affairs that now exist. ‘The duties now 
performed by the Bureau of Navigation are entirely too 
many and diversified to be satisfactorily controlled and 
administered by one officer; it might be better if several 
divisions of this Bureau could be had, with a responsi- 
ble officer at the head of each, all co-ordinated under one 
high ranking officer who would be personally responsible 
to the civilian Secretary of the Navy for the work of all 
As we have stated, the General Staff idea which seems to 
meet with the most favor is based upon an organization 
of officers who would act in an advisory capacity to the 
Secretary of the Navy, but who would be powerless to 
act in any executive matter and wholly dependent upon 
him, as at the present time. 

To come down to the concrete, the natural subdivisions 
of the Bureau of Navigation would be the personnel of the 
Navy; the fleet of the Navy; the War College; the In- 
telligence Office, and the Board of Inspection and Survey, 
The General Board is, we believe, in favor of a General 
Staff with two divisions, to be known as the Division of 
the Personnel and the Division of the Fleet. Under 
these divisions it is proposed that there be subdivisions 
also, under the charge of responsible officers, as for in- 
stance, the Division of the Personnel would consist of the 
enlisted men’s and the officers’ subdivisions, each under 
the command of a commander in the Navy. 

It would be the function of a Navy Gencral Staff, be- 
sides conducting, under the Secretary of the Navy, the 
work now done by the Bureau of Navigation, to make 
war plans for the defense of the country, acting in con- 
junction with the General Staff of the Army; and to 
make recommendations for the disposition of the fleet in 
time of peace. As we understand it, it is not proposed to 
have any permanent details to the General Staff, but co 
have some such arrangement as has been decided upon for 
the Army. 

The most serious objection that has been made to the 
General Staff plan suggested by the General Board is the 
possibility that it would greatly curtail or minimize the 
powers of the Secretary of the Navy. We are informed 
upon reliable authority that prior to his departure from 
Washington Secretary Moody remarked that he would 
never give his endorsement to the General Staff scheme 
submitted to him until it had been changed in many of 
its salient features. Both the President and Secretary 
Moody are believers in the General Staff principle, and 
from the present indications it would appear certain that 
Congress next session will be asked to authorize a Gen- 
eral Staff of some description. The members of the Gen- 





eral Board, who are the supporters of the present scheme, 
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are convinced that its adoption would not materially 
affect the powers of the Secretary of the Navy, and point 
to the faet that the Chief of the General Staff would al- 
ways be under the orders of the Secretary and, in fact, 
unable to act without his consent and direction. In sup- 
port of their project they have prepared what they term 
“an axiom” which reads as follows: 

“A great organization like the Navy should be based 
upon such an efficient system that a strong Secretary can 
do the greatest amount of good; a weak Secretary the 
least amount of harm, and that when the Secretary is 
absent the machinery may not be interfered with.” En- 
tirely aside from the various plans submitted, we believe 
that a General Staff of the Navy would be an excellent 
thing. Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, who is the 
prime mover in the proposition, is an officer whose ability 
cannot be questioned and has only the good of the Ser- 
vice at heart. Any plan that he may finally decide upon 
is best for the Navy will be well worthy of consideration.

THE NAVY GENERAL BOARD. 

It is altogether within the probabilities that Rear Ad- 
miral Royal B. Bradford will resign his office as Chief 
¢ the Bureau of Equipment, Navy Department, without 
waiting until December, 1905, when this, his second 
term of office, expires. If he is transferred to the com- 
and of the Illinois, which its present able and con- 
scientious commander, Capt. George A. Converse, has 
nade one of the show ships of the Navy, the friends of 
he Admiral will have reason to congratulate him 
on his transfer to a much more congenial sphere of duty. 
Ife has made an able and successful Chief of Bureau, 
ut it is an open secret that he has not been altogether 
ontented in his present position, especially since he be- 
ume a member of the General Board. He asked the 
Secretary some time ago, as we learn, that he might be 
elieved as a member of the Board, but was informed 
hat he could not be spared. 

There is no more accomplished or better informed of- 
ficer in the Navy than Admiral Bradford, and he has 
pecial knowledge on such subjects as coaling stations 
and wireless telegraphy. That he has not agreed with 
others on these subjects may possibly be due to the fact 
hat he has studied them more thoroughly than some 
thers. He is a man of positive opinions and the General 
Koard is so constituted that weight in numbers 
often counts for more than weight of opinion. Minority 
eports from the Board are not allowed, which is ne 
doubt wise. It would be well, however, if the Board 
could be changed in some respects and established by 
law as an advisory board to the Secretary. The Secre- 
ary should eall it into counsel as a sort of advisory cab- 
inet, and he should now attend its meetings, which are 
eld but once a month. Its usefulness, as at present 
onstituted, coukd be greatly increased if stenographic 
eports were taken of the discussions before it on im- 
portant subjects, and these reports laid before the Sec- 
retary. Following the analogy of courts-martial, it 
vould be well if the junior members were first called up- 
on for an expression of opinion, so that they might be 
left as free as possible from the influence of rank and 
superior authority. 

What we need in the Navy is to so order the direc- 
tion of its affairs that responsibility will go with con- 
trol. It is natural, and indeed essential, that some one 
person should have the determining will in all import- 
int matters, but it should be clearly understood who 
his person is and he should be held responsible to the 
Secretary, under the law, for the soundness of his recom- 
mendations. This is the argument for the creation of a 
(ieneral Staff. Boards are not efficient as executive 
hodies and it is inevitable, if they are to accomplish any- 
thing, that some dominating influence should control 
them. There should be no question, however, as to who 
has the right to control, and responsibility should go 
with control. 
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In view of the fact that the great nations of the world 
are almost without exception doing their utmost to de- 
velop their military power to the highest attainable level 
of efficiency it is interesting to observe that the Interna- 
ional Anti-Military Congress will assemble in London 
in May to discuss the alluring project of universal dis- 
irmament. The leeders of this movement are actuated 
hy the most benevolent motives. They hold that modern 
nilitary institutions impose heavy burdens upon civiliza- 
ion, that war is wicked and that universal peace is jus- 
tice to humanity. These propositions are all sound, andl 
nobody will dissent from them. But to state them and 
o give them force and effect are two entirely different 
hings. When the International Anti-Military Congress 
onvenes in London it will find Great Britain spending 

enormous appropriation of more than $425,000,000 on 
er army and navy in a single year, the greatest ever 
oted in time of peace; it will find Germany cheerfully 
‘axing herself to the farthest limit for the construction 
of a navy worthy of her ambition and enterprise upon the 
sea; it will find France entering upon a policy of largely 
increased naval expenditure, Russia resolutely preparing 
her fleets and her army for serious undertakings and even 
Italy, Austria and Spain aroused to new energy in better- 
ing their national defenses. Diplomats and theorists ex- 
plain this universal activity in military development in 
ways to suit themselves. They wilh tell you that Eng- 
land is making ready for war with Germany, and that 
the projected establishment of a great British naval sta- 
tien on the North Sea is a bit of preparation for the in- 
evitable clash. They will tell you that Germany is re- 
solved to seize Holland, that France is preparing to an- 





nex Belgium, and that Russia is bent upon realizing her 
cherished dream of possessing Turkey. Meanwhile, the 
Balkan states, creatures of intrigue and expediency, are 
unknown quantities in the great problems of European 
statecraft, which may presently involve Austria-Hungary, 
Russia and Turkey in a controversy so portentous that no 
man would venture to predict its outcome. If to the mili- 
tary activity of Europe we add the steady growth of the 
United States Navy and the thorough reorganization of 
the United States Army, together with the proposed crea- 
tion of an effective national militia, it will be seen that 
the prospect for the early execution of tne universal dis- 
armament project of the Internationai Anti-Military Con- 
gress is not particularly bright. Notwithstanding the 
humane purpose of that body, the time for it has not yet 
arrived. There is no Utopia on the map of the world. 
The millennium is not due. Human nature is still hu- 
man, and until it changes universal peace will be a theory, 
not a condition. And human nature in its own feeble 
way reasons that a nation which believes that peace is 
worth fighting for must be both willing and ready to fight 
for it. Universal disarmament, if such a condition can be 
conceived, would mean a greedy and inglorious peace for 
the strong nations and inevitable extinction for the weak. 
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There is considerable feeling among the officers of the 
Medical Corps of the Army over the fact that no medical 
officer was selected for duty on the Army General Staff. 
It is true no officer of the Pay Department was selected, 
but it was hardly deemed necessary that the Pay Depart- 
ment should be represented upon an organization of this 
nature. It is different, however, with the Medical De- 
partment. It has much to do with the furnishing of 
medical supplies to the Army, with the sanitary condi- 
tions of camps and armies, and it would be but natural 
to expect that it would have some capable officer to repre- 
sent it on the General Staff. Why no such officer was 
chosen by the board, of which Gen. S. B. M. Young was 
the president, is not known. We believe that the selec- 
tions made for General Staff duty are highly satisfactory. 
In every case the officer chosen for this important duty 
has distinguished himself in some manner, and it is im- 
portant to note that nearly all have had service abroad. 
It is also rather significant that every officer selected is 
a graduate of West Point, notwithstanding the fact that 
four out of the seven officers who made the selections 
are not West Point men. Whether this was intentional, 
or simply a coincidence, is a matter officers are now dis- 
cussing, but it is probable that their curiosity will never 
be gratified. We are informed that only forty-nine offi- 
cers of the Army applied to the \/ar Department for 
positions on the General Staff. 





One of the most interesting features of Volume 15, 
Series 1, of the “Official Record of the Union and Con- 
federate Navies in the War of the Rebellion,” just is- 
sued from the Government Printing Office, is a half-tone 
illustration of the Confederate submarine torpedo boat 
H. L. Hunley, and an accompanying account of the 
tragic career of that vessel. The Hunley was about 
fifty feet long and shaped like’a cigar. On the night of 
eb. 17, 1864, she attacked and sank the U.S.S. Housa- 
tonic off Sullivan’s Island, 8. C., but was herself de- 
stroyed with all her crew by the explosion of her own 
torpedo. A week later the Hunley was brought to the 
surface and her crew, consisting of her commander, 
Lieut. George E, Dixon of the Confederate Army, and 
seven enlisted men, were found dead huddled together 
near the manhole. The power for driving the Hunley 
came from seven or eight men turning cranks attached 
to the propeller shaft, and when working at their best 
would make about 3 knots. She was very slow in turn- 
ing, but would sink at a moment’s notice and at times 
withouf it. The understanding was that from the time 
of her construction at Mobile up to the time when she 
struck the Housatonic not less than thirty-three men had 
lost their lives in her. 

It is a curious fact that it is the governments which 
are most free in theory which impose the most severe re- 
strictions upon military officers in the expression of their 
opinions. In Russia the military officer is not subject 
to any special restriction in the matter of publication, 
and is as free to write and publish what he pleases as any 
other citizen, which is perhaps not saying much. But, 
what is important in a professional sense, he is not re- 
stricted in criticising existing regulations and in proposing 
improvement. In Germany and Austria the officer is free 
to write and is not required, as he is in this country and 
in Republican France, to secure the permission of the au- 
thorities. That the rule is not enforced very strictly 
here does not make it less obnoxious. We have constant 
experience of the constraint upon freedom of expression 
by officers, which we are confident interferes greatly with 
the interests of the Services. It is only necessary to re- 
fer to the old files of the ARMY AND Navy Jourwa to 
see how many changes of the greatest value and import- 
ance to the Services may be traced to discussions origi- 
nating in these columns. Freedom of thought and free- 
dom of expression are fundamental rights in a free coun- 
try, and to interfere with them is to restrict progress and 
prevent improvement. 








So pressing is the need of filling the large number of 
yacancies for midshipmen at the Naval Academy that 
the press of the country can perform a helpful service 
by urging prompt action on the part of Senators and 
Representatives having appointments at their disposal. 
There are in round numbers 500 vacancies at the acad- 
emy, and to fill these only about 200 appointments have 


so far been made, It‘is morally certain that a con- 
siderable proportion of the appointees now awditing -ex- 
amination will fail. Three examinations of appointees 
will shortly begin. ‘The first will be held on-April 21, 
at the place designated in the letter sent to the candi- 
date; the second will be held on May 12, in Washington, 
and the third on June 3, at the Naval Academy. In 
cases where candidates fail in the April examination, 
other applicants to succeed them may. be appointed in 
time. for the May examinations, the Navy Depattment 
being desirous that the number of midshipmen admitted 
this year should be as near the maximum as possible. 

Members of home guard associations formed during 
the Civil War that saw no service in the field cannot 
exercise the special privileges of veteran soldiers in 
entering Government lands, a decision to that effect 
having just been rendered by the Interior Department, 
The question arose in the case of a member ofa Mis- 
souri home guard association who claimed that he was 
entitled to all the rights of a war veteran in the matters 
of free land enteries, but Secretary Hitchcock holds that, 
as the body to which the claimant belonged was ‘never 
mustered into the service of the United States, it could 
not be considered a part of the military establishment, 
and that consequently its members cannot claim the 
privileges extended to men who had been actually must- 
ered into the Army. This decision may affect the titles 
to many tracts of land entered by former members of 
home guard associations, but it appears to be good law 
as well as good sense. 














If anybody says “Rats” in the National Museum in 
Washington the officials of the institution will probably 
reply, “We've got ’em.” And sure enough, they have. 
All of which is explanatory of a remarkable collection 
just presented to the museum by Major Edgar A. 
Mearns, Med. Dept., U.S.A., who for many years ‘has 
made a special study of rodent life. In this collection 
are specimens of water rats, mountain rats, field rats, tree 
rats, ship rats, factory rats, cave rats, and plain, every- 
day rats. ‘There are tropical rats, arctic rats, rats fron, 
Sumatra, rats from the Philippines, edible rats from 
China, rats from the Hast Indies,-and muskrats. Likewise 
skunks, chipmunks, squirrels, mink, raccoons, 
and hundreds of varieties of mice, including field mice’ 
and wood mice—all these exhibits being carefully. clas- 
sified and so labeled as to describe their habitat, species 
#nd-history. All in all, it is a rattling good collection. 

The British Naval Reserve Committee which ,hag been - 
engaged im an inquiry as to “how far and in what way the 
manning of the navy may be supplied and the active ser- 
vice ratings supplemented by Naval Reserves,” has ren- 
dered a report making a number of recommendations hav- 
ing the following main objects in view: First, that the 
numbers of men on the active service roll should, with 
very few exceptions, be kept within the limits. of peace 
requirements ; secondly, that a reserve should be provided 
of 50 per cent. above the numbers needed on mobilization ' 
of the initial war fleet; and, thirdly, that the numbers 
could be modified or extended with the growth of the navy 
ond the results of future experiences. 
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Marine Corps officers are much interested in the es- 
taplishment at Annapolis of the School of Application 
for officers. Nothing definite toward the immediate 
starting of the school has yet been done, and it is not 
propable that anything will be done until the vacancies 
in the grade of second lieutenant have been filled. It is 
the intention of the commandant of the Corps to send to 
the school immediately after their appointment all of the 
new 2d lieutenants, many of whom will, of course, enter 
from civil life without any previous military training. 
General Heywood will also start at Annapolis a school 
for the education of non-commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps. 
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We give in another column the official reports of the 
target practice of some of the vessels belonging to the 
fleet under the command of Admiral Higginson, now lying. 
off Pensacola, Fla. One of the interesting and most en- 
couraging features of the practice thus far has been the 
enthusiasm and spirit of emulation which the target. 
firing has awakened among. officers and men. The im- 
provement shown has been very marked. Other vessels 
are to take their turn in practice and there is great in- 
terest in the fleet, and throughout the Navy,.to learn 
which ship or ships will carry off the prize on the best 
shooting.

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CIVIL WAR SERVICE. 


To THE EprIrorR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL:

NON-COM. V. CIVILIAN CLERKS. 


Our correspondent “Less Than $1,000,” who argued 
that civilian clerks were of more value than non-com- 
missioned officers in the matter of clerical service, con- 
tinues to elicit very lively opposition to his views. One 
correspondent, a commissioned officer, writes: 

“I believe I am justified in saying that not one offi- 
cer, or at least very few, would exchange an experi- 
enced and intelligent quartermaster sergeant for a civilian 
clerk, as it is well nigh impossible to get hold of one of 
the latter class who is as thoroughly identified with that 
work as our experienced quartermaster sergeants, who 
have grown gray in the military service and worked 
their way from company clerk to the responsible staff 
position, and who are, practically, the quartermaster’s 
‘right hand.’ The writer has had quartermaster ser- 
geants who were and are worth their weight in gold.” 

Another correspondent, a post quartermaster sergeant, 
doubts the value of civilian clerks, and also believes that 
sufficient recognition is not given te the excellent work 
of the non-commissioned officer. “A civilian,” he says, 
“is entitled to actual traveling expenses; to subsistence 
in the saloon mess on board of Army transports, and 
when acting as auetioneer, is entitled to ten per cent. 
A sergeant of the post N.C. staff is entitled to $1.50 
per day when traveling under competent orders regard- 
less of the cost; he is subsisted in the ship's officers’ 
mess on board of Army transports, and when he auction- 
eers property for the Government is not entitled to a 
‘Thank you,’ although his efforts may bring equally as 
good prices. Why do these things exist? Does the 
civilian stand so much higher in the eyes of the authori- 
ties? When a faithful and well tried sergeant is ap- 
pointed a non-commissioned staff officer he receives the 
highest reward in the enlisted service. Still he salutes, 
stands at attention and remains the enlisted man. His 
privileges are mighty few and aside from his increase of 
pay the position carries with it little consideration when 
you compare with it the duties required of him. His civil- 
ian brother who may be an ex-soldier whose rank was 
never more than that of a private, when he becomes a 
clerk is at once elevated far above the staff sergeant. Is 
there not something wrong? Is this the high reward 
due to the faithful and well-tried man? The rank of 
warrant officer has proved a success in the Navy. Would 
it not, if conferred upon the post N.C. staff, be a just 
reward for their services? It would give deserving men 
an incentive to remain in the Army and the peculiar and 
delicate relations now existing between the officer and 
the staff sergeant would be relieved.” 

Another correspondent suggests that, should the grade 
of warrant officers be established in the Army, it should 
not be under an age limit of from 25 to 35 years. To 
fix too low a limit would be an injustice to the veterans 
of long service who have earned, and can worthily fill, 
a higher grade. 

Still another correspondent, however, a commissary 
sergeant, does not believe in warrant rank for the 
Army. He says: “I cannot see how changing one’s 
title from commissary sergeant to warrant officer would 
increase one’s dignity; I may be old-fashioned, but have 
ever been of the opinion that the dignity of a man’s po- 
sition in any walk of life was what the man made of 
the position and not the position itself. The Army is 
composed of officers and soldiers, and I don’t believe 
there is room or place for any such hybrids. I have always 
been treated with every consideration by the officers 
under whom I served, in fact do not believe that, had [ 
been allowed to subscribe myself staff sergeant, warrant 
officer, or any one of the new titles proposed, I could 
have been accorded more courteous treatment. The 
line of demarcation between the officer and the enlisted 
man is absolutely necessary for the maintenance of mili- 
tary discipline, and there is no room in military economy 
for a warrant officer, who is neither the one thing nor 
the other. 

“The present Secretary of War has been and is still 


leading a strenuous life in trying to improve the con- 
dition of the rank of the Army; if we will have a little 
more patience he will get around to the file, and if the 
matter of pay is properly placed before him, I for one 
believe we will get a square deal. There is every rea- 
son why we (commissary, sergeants) should get equal 
pay with the non-commissioned officers of like grade. 
that is $45 per month, and no logical reason why we 
should not be given the increase sought. If we are inclined 
to believe that our pay is insufficient, a memorial pre- 
sented to the Secretary through military channels, stating 
our belief in the right to receive co-ordinate pay for co- 
ordinate rank ($45), would in all probability receive 
his indorsement and recommendation for legislative ac- 
tion. 

A hospital steward writes in approval of the sugges: 
tion that an Army warrant grade shvuld be established 
and believes that hospital stewards should be included 
in it. He says: “A hospital steward or hospital ser- 
geant, Ist class, has to pass a more rigid examination to 
secure his position than the post quartermaster or post 
commissary sergeant. This examination must embrace 
the following subjects: Pharmacy, materia medica, hy- 
giene, minor surgery and first aid, including extraction 
of teeth. nursing and ward management, cooking and 
mess management, including diet cooking (an art in it- 
self), clerical work and knowledge of Army Regulations, 
and drill. After passing this examination he must face 
another one, equally severe, before his second re-enlist- 
ment after appointment. His clerical work, in charge 
of one of the large hospitals in Manila, for example, will 
exceed in amount and variety that performed by the 
average sergeant major. He must possess the abilities 
of a commissary sergeant and a quartermaster sergeant 
in order to properly attend to the duties of these de- 
partments. n addition to these, he must possess the 
professional qualifications required of his grade. Does 
it not seem that if the non-commissioned staff are to 
be given the rank of warrant officers, the non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Medical Department should parti- 
cipate in this movement?” 





WORK OF THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


Gen. William Crozier, Chief of the Army Ordnance 
Department, has made public the following statement as 
to the work performed by his Department during the past 
month : 

Gas check pads for seacoast guns: A, 12-inch gas check 
of service dimensions designed to resist the action of heat, 
has been placed in use in current firings. Limited trials 
have given good results. 

Firing mechanism for seacoast guns and mortars: 
The mechanism designed for 8, 10 and 12-inch guns and 
mortars of different models has been tested with satisfac- 
tory results. 

Sixteen-inch B.L. rifle. This piece has been fired 
seven rounds, with charges of Dupont nitrocellulose 
powder for 16-inch rifle carrying in weight from 450 to 
40 pounds. The charge is put up in six sections, with 
22 ounces of black rifle powder for igniter at each end 
ot each section, making a total of 16% pounds igniting 
charge in addition to the smokeless ghd This charge 
gives nearly the required velocity of 2,300 f.s. with pro- 
jectile weighing 2,400 pounds, and pressure limited to 
38,000 pounds per square inch. Round No. 6 gave 2,345 
muzzle velocity with 38,545 pounds per square inch pres- 
sure and projectile weighing 2,400 pounds. 

Mixture of glycerin and water for use in recoil cylind- 
ers: Tests have been made to determine the suitability of 
mixtures of glycerin and water for use in recoil cylinders 
of gun carriages. Comparative tests were made with the 
neutral oil now in use, pure glycerin, and six mixtures of 
glycerin and water, containing by volumn, 80, 75, 66 2-3, 
50, 37%4 and 25 per cent. of glycerin. The rust pro- 
duced on strips of metal placed in the mixtures contain- 
ing 50 per cent. or less of glycerin precluded their use. 
The mixtures of 80, 75 and 66 2-3 of glycerin all pro- 
duced rust slightly and while rusting increased with the 
decrease of glycerin in the mixture, it is not very much 
greater with 66 2-3 than with the 80 parts mixture. The 
66 2-3 mixture has a freezing point below 31 degrees F., 
and appears on the whole most suitable of the mixtures 
of glycerin and water for the purpose proposed. How- 
ever, the tests of the neutral oil now in use show its su- 
periority to the glycerin mixtures in every point except 
cold test, but the latter (zero F.) should not prove a seri- 
ous objection in service. The noncorrosive properties of 
the neutral oil are equal to those of pure glycerin. Its 
viscosity is more uniform than any of the glycerin mix- 
tures that may be used, and its cost only one-fourth. 
The board has therefore not recommended the substitu- 
tion of any of the glycerin mixtures for the neutral oil in 
service, 

Drill primers: A drill primer has been tested at the 
Proving Ground and has been adopted. This primer is 
to replace the service combination electric and friction 
primer, when friction firing is to be used, in salute and 
subealiber firing. and in night and other practice. A 
drill primer outfit box has been designed to contain the 
components, and also the assembling and disassembling 
tools. Instructions have also been prepared to embrace 
the object and use oc this primer, the contents of the 
outfit box; and directions for assembling for pulling 
primers, for disassembling and for caring for the com- 
ponents after firing. A similar drill primer with similar 
outfit box has been designed to replace the obturating 
friction primer with screw thread for the same purposes. 
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Col. George H. Burton, Inspector General's Depart- 
ment, U.S.A.. who is to succeed Col, Peter D. Vroom as 
Inspector General of the Army, was graduated from 
the Military Academy in 1865 and commissioned with 
the 12th Infantry, with which he served in Virginia dur- 
ing the reconstruction period. Under Colonel Stoneman 
he helped to organize the 21st Infantry and was its Ad- 
jutant, going with it to Arizona in 1869. where he served 
as Adjutant General of the district until 1871. Later 
in Oregon, Washington and Idaho, he served in the In- 
dian troubles; in the Modoc war, in the campaign in the 
Lava_Beds of Northern California, and the Nez Percés 
and Bannock campaigns. He was breveted for distin- 
guished conduct in the battle of the north fork of the 
Clearwater, Idaho, against Chief Joseph; and for like 
service on Jan. 17, 1871, in the Lava Beds against 
Capt. Jack, Chief of the Modocs. He was appointed to 
the Inspector General’s Department by President Cleve- 
land in 1885 as a recognition of his long and worthy 
service with his regiment. He has served in that De- 
partment. west of the Mississippi and in Cuba, almost 
continually until the present time. During his first 
year of service in Cuba he unearthed the postal frauds 
ir which Neely and others were involved and was in- 
strumental in bringing the delinquents to justice.

A press despatch states chat on April 8, at Pensacola, 
another world’s record was lowered, when the battleship 
lowa at target practice made thirty successive hits out 
of thirty shots with the 6-pound guns. Three gun crews 
participated, each crew firing ten shots. The range was 
1,700 yards, and the battleship was steaming at twelve 
knots an hour, the target being stationary. Last week 
the Illinois broke the world’s record for the 13-incn pieces. 
The feat of the lowa, however, showed the marksmanship 
of the gunners to more advantage, for the reason that 
three crews were engaged. So successful has been the 
target practice off Pensacola that the Navy Department 
has ordered the North Atlantic fleet to remain there, 
postponing the inspection by Admiral Dewey until the 
latter part of May.

2XPLOSION ON THE IOWA. 


While the U.S.S. Iowa, Capt. ‘thomas Perry, was en- 
gaged in target practice under steam on April 10, in the 
Gulf of Mexico near the Florida coast an explosion oc- 
curred in the 12-inch forward gun, which demolished 
twelve feet of the gun outside of the turret. 

Three of the fragments from the explosion, which it 
is estimated weighed about a ton each, crashed through 
the forecastle deck, falling among a number of men, who 
had just assembled for mess, killing three of them and 
wounding five others. The three men killed were Sea- 
man Kiele, Ordinary Seaman Purcell and Gunner’s Mate 
Berry. The injured are Seamen Gaught, Ordinary Seamen 
Thursdale, Brown, Mansdale and Purucker. The men 
who were killed were crushed almost beyond recognition. 

The broken pieces of the gun continued down to the 
orlop deck, the steel armor here arresting the further 
descent of the wreckage. Had the explosion occurred five 
minutes later, when more than two hundred men would 
have been at mess, the casualties would probably have 
been much greater. ‘The damage to the Iowa is reportea 
to be considerable, her decks being badly torn up, and the 
gun almost completely demolished and the turret strained. 
The protected deck is thought not to be materially dam- 
aged. 

* The turret, at the time of the explosion, was in charge 
of Lieut. M. BE. Reed, and the piece was fired at a range 
No one in the turret was injured, the ex- 


plosion being entirely outside- the turret. Until the 
facts of the official investigation are available, the cause 
of the explosion cannot be definitely fixed. he opinion 


was at first advanced that a defective shell was the cause, 
but a special despatch to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, 
dated Pensacola, March 10, says: “lowa’s shell went to 
the target; did not explode in the gun, which burst in 
the 128th round.” 

Immediately after the explosion the Massachusetts was 
signalled for aid, and one of the cutters put off with a 
surgeon and assistants. The Iowa s to Pensacola, 
Fla., where a report was made to Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son. It is believed that the accident could in no way 
have been foreseen, and that no blame attaches to anyone 


for it. 


FINDINGS OF THE EDDS COURT MARTIAL, 


Judge Advocate General Sam C. Lemley, U.8.N., has 
reviewed the proceedings in the case of Chief Com- 
missary Steward George H. Edds, U.S.N., who was tried 
and convicted on charges of “scandalous conduct tend- 
ing to the destruction of good morals” by a G.O.M. 
convened at Newport, R.I., March 25, 1908, and his 
recommendations have been approved by the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. The specifications against Edds 
state that he demanded, received and accepted a com- 
mission of one cent per pound upon certain coffee fur- 
nished during the past two years, through John T. 
Reagan, contractor, for the naval apprentices’ mess at 
the station, such commissions aggregating about $162.86; 
that he ordered and accepted without paying there- 
for, or intending so to do, three cases of beer and other 
articles of value; that at various times he exacted for 
his own use, from Alexander W. Arthur, a baker, a 
commission of three per cent. on all supplies furnished 
by him, such commissions amounting to about $1,000; 
and that he ordered and received from a Boston firm 
certain tubs of butter without paying or intending to 


pay. therefos. 
specifications were found by the court to be proved, 
except in minor points and in the matter of tubs of 
butter from a Boston firm. The sentence of the court 
was that the defendant should undergo one year’s im- 
prisonment in the naval prison at Boston and suffer the 
loss of all pay, reduction to the ranks and dishonorable 
discharge. 

In reviewing the proceedings the Judge Advocate 
General points out that the record discloses no substan- 
tial defense and adds that the accused has regularly 








* taken a commission of one cent per pound on all coffee 


furnished for the use of the Naval apprentices’ mess at 
Newport. Official reports indicate that like practices 
have continued perhaps for fifteen years; that is, sub- 
stantially during the entire period of Bdds’ service as 
commissary steward. The specifications were laid to 
cover the past two years only, in view of the statutes 
of limitation. The defense undertook to show, 
previous good character, and second, a custom at New- 
port sanctioning the payment of commissions to coach- 
men, butlers and others making purchases in behalf of 
wealthy summer residents of that city. With res to 
the latter point, the Judge Advocate in summing 
properly remarked: ‘The defense has claimed that it 
is the practice and universal custom in Newport to give 
commissions to agents on sales to principals. The pros- 
ecution has not endeavored to refute this contention, 
and does not desire to refute it. Indeed, it would be will- 
ing to accept such contention as being true, if it were 
not irrelevant to this case. It would be of use only to 
show the lack of business integrity and moral respon- 
sibility existing in the City of Newport. It would not 
justify or excuse the accused in any way. He must be 
judged by the standards of the Service of which he is a 
yart, and not by the business standards of the city of 
Newport.” 

“This case,” the Judge Advocate continues, “presents 
a marked example of one of the most insidious and 
dangerous practices to which the public service is eub- 
ject; an evil, the tendency of which is to sap the founda- 
tions of official morals and which should never be per- 
mitted to find lodgment in any branch of our national 
service. When a clear case, such as the foregoing is 
presented, it seems, therefore, advisable that it should 
be so dealt with as to leave no doubt respecting the at- 
titude of the Department in the matter. For these 
reasons, and believing that the practice of accepting 
money from contractors should never be tolerated in the 
Naval Service, I have the honor to recommend that, sub- 
ject to the foregoing remarks, the proceedings, findings 
and sentence in this case be approved.” 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Department is advised by cable of the de- 
parture of the U.S. tug Fortune from Valparaiso, Chile, 
en route for Callao, Peru. The Fortune is destined for 
service on the Pacific coast and will be in San Francisco 
by the first of May or perhaps sooner. It is not un- 
likely that the Fortune will be sent eventually to Hono- 
lulu, taking the place of the tug Iroquois, which has 
been in Hawaiian waters for several years and is in 
need of extensive overhauling. 

Acting under instruction from the Navy t. 
Lieut. Emil Theiss has been engaged for several weeks 
in a careful overhauling of the material and work be- 
longing to the cruiser Galveston, under construction at 
the works of the W. R. Trigg Company. It is reported 
that this investigation has shown that the work on the 
cruiser _has been kept well within the lines set by the 
Navy Department and the contract, and the summing 
up of the work shows that there remains sufficient 
money in the hands of the Government to complete the 
vessel on the lines of the specifications and contract. 
Licatanent span is aon, Washington, whither he 
went last week to present. his report of estiga’ 
to the Department in person. - oe on _ 

The torpedo boat-destroyer Hopkins, built by the Har- 
lan-Hollingsworth Company, Wilmington, Del. was at 
the yard of the Spedden Shipbuilding Company, Balti- 
more, and on April 1 from the Patuxent made her build- 
ers’ test over the Government course in the Cheasapeake 
Bay, with satisfactory results. Official endurance trials 
will be made with the naval board of inspection on board. 
The torpedo boat Stringham, also built by the Harlan- 
Hollingsworth Company, which has been repairing parts 
of py - ~*- _ eo for several months, is 
ready to go through t trial test upon completion 
of the trial of the Hopkins. — 

Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, Chief ° 
reau of Yards and Docks, has awarded the BAW 
the construction of the big steel floating drydock for the 
Cavite Station to the Maryland Steel Coumany of 
rows Point, Md. The contract price of the dock is $1, 
124,000. Under the terms of the contract the dock is' to 
be delivered to the Government within twenty-seven 
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months on the Atlantic coast, and will be towed to the 
Philippines at the expense of the Government. 

The submarine torpedo boat Holland from League Isl- 
and Navy Yard has arrived at Annapolis, in command 
of Lieutenant MacArthur. She was convoyed by the 
Government tug Modoc, in charge of Lieutenant Blakely. 
The trip was made by way of the Delaware and Chesa- 
peake Canal. The Holland has been entirely overhauled. 


Because of the floods in the lower Mississippi, which 
the commandant of the New Orleans Navy Yard says are 
constantly making new bars in the channei, the U.S.S. 
Illinois will not be drydocked at Algiers, La., as con- 
templated. Both the Bureau of Navigation and the Bu- 
reau of Construction have recommended that the Lilinois 
be sent to Norfolk. ‘The channel is now, it is said, only 
sixty feet wide, which is thought too narrow for the safe 
navigation of the Lilinois. 

The U.S. torpedo boats Dahlgren and Craven have 
been equipped with double rudders, one fore and the 
other aft, and they have been maneuvered in Narragan- 
sett Bay "during the last two weeks in command of Lieu- 
tenant Commander Fletcher. It is reported that satis- 
factory results have been obtained. The experiments 
were ordered to determine the use of double rudders, 
which will reduce the tactical diameter of torpedo boats. 

English mer in February launched 25 vessels, 
uggregating about 44,334 tons gross, against 15 vessels, 
of 51,768 tons gross, in January. ‘The total launched in 
the two months in the United Kingdom was 83 vessels, 
aggregating about 172,610 tons gross, which compares 
with 77 vessels of 173,236 tons gross, in the first two 
months of 1902. 

According to the official statistics submitted to the 
Reichstag, the total number of cadets, etc., and seaman 
trained in the German navy since 1879 is 147,000. After 
deducting 25 per cent. from this number for losses through 
death and disease, it is estimated that there remain 110,- 
UO0O trained seamen, who would be called upon in time of 
war. Of these, 36,000 men are at present on active ser- 
vice. 

It is reported that the British ship Grafton, which left 
Callao for Coquimpo in January, when about three hours 
out from Pisco, on the 3ist, steaming at 12 1-2 knots, 
ran into a whale. The terrific impact probably broke the 
huge creature’s back, and, resting on the ram, athwart 
the stem, it was driven through the water until the en- 
gines were stopped. ‘Uhe whale was believed to be at 
least sixty feet long, and the engines had to be put at 
full speed astern before the huge carcass could be dis- 
lodged from the ram, when it sank out of sight. 





PFFICIENCY OF THE SUBMARINE. 

In the course of an article entitled “A Rambling Dis- 
course on Submarine Navigation” in the current number 
of the Forum, Comdr. Francis M. Barber, U.S.N., re- 
tired, urges the point that while certain foreign nations, 
notably France, have taken the lead in developing the 
submarine boat, the United States Navy Department was 
the first in the world to establish a course of lectures on 
submarine boats, mines and movable torpedoes for the 
instruction of officers. This was in 1875 and Command- 
er Barber himself was the lecturer in the course. At 
that time, in order to simplify his teachings, Commander 
Barber made an imaginative drawing of the boat de- 
signed by David Bushnell between 1771 and 1775, in 
which an Army sergeant named Ezra Lee passed under 
an English warship called the Eagle while she was lying 
off Governors Island. The drawings of the Bushnel} 
boat were not preserved, but Commander Barber's 
imaginative reproduction of them so impressed Mr. Hol- 
land, inventor of the submarine boat bearing his name, 
that he declared that a vessel constructed in accordance 
with them would work. Commander Barber’s drawing 
as well as his lecture were published by the Bureau ot 
Ordnance of the Navy Department and the drawings 
alone were also reproduced under the direction of the 
Kingineer Corps of the Army. Commander Barber is an 
earnest believer in the naval value of submarine boats, 
and he declares that the world is ready for them, Ger- 
many being the only European nation whose constituted 
authorities are opposed to them. Germany however will 
have to adopt the submarine sooner or later to — 
an effective defense for her ports. France is foremost : 
developing a satisfactory type, but Commander es s 
opinion is that the most efficient submarine flotilla of the 
future will be that of Japan. The world wide interes: 
in submarines indicated in Commander Barber’s interest- 
ing paper fully justifies the recent appropriation by Con 
gress of $500,000 for an exhaustive investigation of the 
whole problem under the direction of the United States 
Navy Department. 

The report by Lieut. William Russell White, U.S.N.. 
on the trials of the Adder and Moccasin, is discussed by 
the London Engineer, which believes that as to the ques- 
tion of the war efficiency of submarines “Lieutenant White 
leaves our knowledge very much as it was. No vexed 
question has been settled. There is no more evidence that 
a submarine can hurt a foe than was available long since. 
He emphasizes the difficulty of guiding such boats, and of 
living on board them, whic ‘h he obviously holds to be im- 
possible for periods of more than a very few hours with- 
out ‘breaking down the crew mentally and bodily. The 
boats cannot be heated, and were bitterly cold, even in 
November. No cooking of any kind can be done on board. 
They cannot come alongside a ship or enter a harbor 
without changing from the petrol engine to the electric 
motor, because the engine will not reverse. Yet with all 
their defects, Lieutenant White holds that they are likely 
to be of use, not so much because of what they can do as 
of what they are supposed to do. It was once humor- 
ously proposed that if war broke out large notice boards 
should be erected at the entrances to harbors bearing the 
words, ‘Beware of the torpedo boats.’ It appears that a 
still better effect might be produced by a notice, ‘Beware 
of the submarines.’ It is urged, indeed, that it would not 
be necessary to possess any submarines; the notice would 
serve every purpose. So ‘far as is known by experience 
the submarine has never yet done any mischief, except, 
indeed, the somewhat mythical performances of certain 
of the French boats are taken seriously. Of course, it in 
no way follows that they may not prove themselves highly 
efficient craft. The words in which Lieutenant White 
concludes his report so fairly represent our own views 
that we reproduce them precisely as they stand: ‘For 
the last line of defense, and as an auxiliary to fortifica- 
tions, the submarine, when properly developed and when 
well handled, may become a valuable military weapon. 
Its habitability, its maneuvering powers, and its stability 
are yet to be satisfactorily shown when the boat is ex- 
posed to wind and waves such as are eneountered off the 
approaches to any harbor of commercial importance or 
strategic value.’”

NAVAL ACADEMY LAND. 

From data compiled by Mr. P. H. Magruder it ap- 
pears that since the old Army post Fort Severn, e@- 
tablished in 1808, was turned over to the Navy Depart- 
ment in 1845 with its 9 3-4 acres, 190 acres have been 
added to the Academy grounds. Six acres added in 
1847 extended the grounds northward on the Severn 
and a plot of eleven acres acquired in 1853, and an 
of five acres, purchased in 1866, extended it in the dir- 
ection of Annapolis. A detached section of ten acres 
bordering on College Creek was obtained from the au- 
thorities of St. John’s College in 1867. A plot of 67 
acres bounded on two sides by the Severn and College 
Creek and another of 46 3-10 acres were next obtained. 
To fill up the gap between the original four sections 
and the new part to the north and bordering on College 
Creek, a plot of four acres was ceded in 1873-4 and 
one of nine acres in 1891. On this last plot, known as 
“Oklahoma,” are the parade grounds and the athletic 
field. The plot of 10 3-4 acres just acquired with 
about 18 acres obtained from filling in brings the total 
acreage up to 106 4-5 acres. It is proposed to acquire 
ten acres more to make the Academy grounds more 
symetrical. 

Two of the most interesting of the historical build- 
ings of Annapolis will go when this section becomes 
Government property. One is the residence of Anthony 
Stewart, owner of the Peggy Stewart, which was burned 
in Annapolis harbor just previous to the Revolutionary 
War because she carried a cargo of taxed tea, and the 
other the parsonage of old St. Anne’s Protestant Epis- 
ecopal Church. The pride every Annapolitan and Mary- 
lander takes in the Naval Academy with its splendid 
traditions and magnificent architecture is qualified 
by his regret at the obliteration of many of the signifi- 
cant old landmarks and a danger that many incidents 
connected with the greatest events of our national his- 
tery which took place in Annapolis will be forgotten. 
It is also perceived that the Academy has absorbed 
nearly all the available water front and has prevented 
the possible coming of those industries which might 
have been attracted by the wharfage facilities, 
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Corporal Robert A. Goff, Troop K, 6th Cavalry, was 
tried by a general court-martial at Binan, Laguna, P.I., 
on a charge of manslaughter and “acquitted.” General 
Wade, commanding the Department of Luzon, in re- 
viewing the proceedings of the case, says: “The accused 
was acting sergeant of the guard when a drunken pris- 
oner, locked in a cell, called him a vile name. The ac- 
cused immediately got some cartridges from another 
member of the guard, loaded his own revolver, and, in 
the words of an eye-witness, the only member of the 
guard besides himself who was present, he walked 
to the cell door and unlocked it and opened the door and 
told Private Hartnett to come out and repeat the words 
he said, at the same time keeping his pistol ‘at raise 
pistol.’ As soon as Private Hartnett saw the pistol he 
made a rush towards Corporal Goff, with intentions of 
getting it. In a few moments they were struggling to 
get possession of it, in which Corporal Goff swung his 
arm around and brought it under Hartnett’s arm and 
shot. The only other eye-witness to the affair, who was 
on Post No. 1, some twenty feet away, testified: ‘I seen 
Corporal Goff go up to this man Aubrey and he rr 
scme pistol ammunition off him, leads his pistol, walks 
over to the door, lets Hartnett out. Hartnett makes a 
rush for Corporal Goff’s pistol, just then Corporal Goff 
shot him. Hartnett was very drunk.’ This was the 
only evidence of the shooting, and it was not disputed 
or questioned in any way. In the opinion of the review- 
ing authority, the accused was not justified in what he 
did. As acting sergeant of the guard he was not called 
upon to go further than to employ sufficient force to 
compel the obstreperous drunken prisoner to be quiet. 
Instead, he took a course well calculated to result in the 
death of either the prisoner or himself, and is respon- 
sible for the outcome. The acquittal is disapproved. 
Corporal Goff will be restored to duty.”

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The Memphis Commercial Appeal says the Depart- 
ment of Archives and History at Jackson, Miss., has 
discovered a most interesting relic of the Mexican War 
in the shape of the historic flag of the Ist Missiasippi 
Regiment, commanded by Colonel Jefferson Davis, which 
has been located in Texas. The Department will make 
every effort to get it for the museum of historical relics 
to be established in the new Capitol. The flag has been 
guarded as a sac thing for the last fifty-seven years 
in the family of George W. Campbell, the gallant ensign 
who bore it where the regiment saw service. is flag 
was the flag of the ““Tombi Volunteers,” a company 
which was organized at Columbus in the summer of 
1846. The company rendezvoused at Vicksburg, and 
was mustered into the service of the United States ax 
a part of the Ist Mississippi Regiment. On the organi- 
zation of the regiment Alexander K. McClung was 
elected lieutenant colonel and W. P. Rodgers of Aber- 
deen su him as captain of the Tombigbee Vol- 
unteers. The flag of this company became by common 
consent the flag of the regiment. It was triumphantly 
borne through the war. At the first meeting of the 
United Confederate Veterans at New Orleans this old 
flag was kept at headquarters and received reverential 
attention and it was this same flag that draped the bier 
of Jefferson Davis.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The sums of £1,014,500 is the revised estimate for 1902- 
03, on account of ordnance stores for India. 

No more recruits with artificial teeth are to be ac- 
cepted for the British army. 

The Russki Invalid states that the number of men ou 
the books in 1902 liable to serve in the Russian army was 
996,323. On investigation by the commissioners a further 
20,944 men were added; and there were also 105,633 men 
whose cases were adjourned from previous years, making 
a grand total of 1,122,000 men. Only 813,261 men, how- 
ever, were inspected, and of these 315,832 were called 
upen to join the colors, 91,136 cases were adjourned, 24,- 
646 were taken on trial, 5,476 were ordered to be rein- 
spected, 68,312 were discharged as totally unfit to serve, 
83,602, who were physically defective, were passed into 
the second reserve, and 224,247 were passed into the first 
reserve. The number of men who were called but who 
did not come up for inspection was 45,486. 

Engineering publishes photographs and results of trials 
of an up-to-date armor-plate, 8 feet by 6 feet, having a 
thickness of inches, made by the Vickers-Krupp 
cemented process, and tested by a Vickers gun. Two 
shots fired at the plate from a 6-inch gun with a striking 
energy of 3,087 foot-tons had no effect. For the third 
round a 6-inch shot fitted with the Johnson cap was used, 
the weight of the cap being about seven pounds. The 
striking velocity was about the same as in the two previ- 
ous shots, with slightly increased energy. This projectile 
went right through the plate and the backing behind, and 
there was no crack in the plate. ‘he shot was completely 
broken up. The fourth and fifth shots were again so- 
called armor-piercing, but without caps,.and they were 
broken to pieces, the extent of penetration being only 1% 
inches. After this trial, it was decided to attack the 
plate with the 7.5-inch gun, firing an armor-piercing 
shell fitted with a Johnson cap as made by the Vickers 
Company. The plate showed not a single crack, but it 
was made obvious, Engineering says, that Krupp armor, 
even of the best quality, cannot withstand the attack from 
n capped shell. The 7.5-inch gun, with a charge of 33.2 
pounds of cordite, developed a velocity of 2,107 feet per 
second, and an energy of 6,301 foot-tons,. The capped 
shot went through the armor-plate, the backing, and the 
skin-plate beyond. Although the shell was broken into 
pieces, the fragments passed through the plate, the point 
and base plug being found 20 feet to the rear. It is there- 
fore evident, says Engineering, that even with this striking 
energy of 6,300 foot-tons it would be possible for an ex- 
plosive shell to find its way througn 7-inch armor into the 
interior of the ship, and there to do very serious damage. 
The 7.5-inch gun has on other official tests developed a 
muzzle velocity of 2,920 feet per second, and an energy 
of 11,800 foot-tons, almost double that on the occasion 
of the attack against this 7-inch armor; so that, with su- 
perior propelling powder, it is possible to conceive that 
the degree of penetration on this occasion could be at- 
tained at very considerable ranges. The proportion of 
energy developed in the attack to the total weight of plate 
works out at 3,730 foot-tons per ton of plate. 


Admiral Marakoff, of the Russian Navy, is credited 
with having invented a mysterious instrument for which 
it is claimed that when connected with the military 
telephone, it will make audible the approach of tor. 
pedoes at any distance. It is said that during tests with 
this instrument, which is called the “radiason,” the ap 
proach of torpedoes at Cronstadt was distinctly heard 
by officials in the War Department at St. Petersburg, 
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twenty miles away. The function of the “radiason” 
is to indicate the exact location and speed of torpedoes, 
ond it is said that it will not only do these things wit! 
unerring accuracy even on the stormiest night, but that 
it will destroy torpedoes either automatically or at the 
will of an individual who may be stationed miles away. 
Great secrecy is maintained with regard to this inven 
tion, but if it fulfills the expectations of experts by whom 
it has been investigated, it seems likely to become a 
powerful factor in torpedo warfare. 

One of the summary punishments provided for in the 
British Naval Kegulations is that of carrying a bag filled 
with an ordinary kit of clothing, or a hammock, with 
bedding complete. The punishment, which is not to ex- 
ceed one hour a day for three days, has up to the present 
only been awarded to ordinary seaman and boys, but the 
Admiralty have decided to extend its application to sig- 
nalmen, second-class stokers, third-class domestics, and 
cooks’ mates. 

A grand review recently in China of Chang Chib 
Tung’s modern-drilled soldiers in the Yang-tse provinces, 
together with the Nangang and part of the Pei Yang 
naval squadrons, seems to have much disturbed the native 
populace. When the sham battle started a panic seized 
the populace, a report having been spread that an inva- 
sion was to take place. So great was the panic that sui- 
cide was resorted to, and it is reported many children 
were drowned in order to get rid of them to aliow their 
parents to run the faster. 


As the result of several meetings attended and ad- 
dressed by leading members of Parliament and of the 
commercial bodies, a program of agitation has been de- 
cided upon, designed to awaken the whole English peo- 
ple, particularly in the agricultural districts, to the 
danger to England’s food supply which lies in a possible 
collision with a rival naval power. An effort will be 
made to stimulate the farmers to devote a larger acreage 
to wheat and go more liberally into the business of cat- 
tle-raising. 

An abstract of returns of rifle practice carried out by 
the seaman of the British navy last year, published in 
the Western Morning News, shows a decided improve- 
ment on the previous year’s returns. No fewer than 
twenty-eight men having scored 200 or more points, 
whereas only nine secured this distinction in the previous 
year. The honor of being the best shot in the British 
havy was won year before last by a total of 214 points, 
but last year the score was 219 points. Last year 17,832 
men took part in the firing practice, and of this number 
1,624 qualified as marksmen, while 879 were put back to 
repeat the practice. In the previous year there were 
15,359 competitors, of whom only 969 qualified as marks- 
men, and 904 were ordered to repeat the practice. The 
average points per man last year were 131.6, as against 


128.08 in the previous year.

NEW YORK, 
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PRUSSIAN NAVAL FORMALITY. 

In “A Virginia Girl in thé Civil War,” 
published by D. Appleton & Company, 
the heroine tells of the extreme formality 
of the Prussian officers as follows: “The 
handsomest sailors I ever saw were the 
Prussians. When the Prussian navy was 
in its infancy two Prussian vessels, the 
frigate Gaefion and a corvette, dropped 
anchor in Norfolk harbor; they, too, were 
visiting the ports of different nations on 
tours of inspection. All the officers on 
these vessels, including the midshipmen, 
were noblemen, and all of them were mag- 
nificent looking men. Then, too, their 
brilliant uniforms and the state and cere- 
mony with which they invested every-day 
life made them altogether charming to a 
young, romantic girl. I shall never forget 
how they used to enter the room. They 
would come in full regimentals, enter in 
military form, the frigate’s captain in 
command, and salute the ladies before 
they permitted themselves to talk, dance, 
and sing. Upon leaving, the same order 
was observed. They went out into the 
hall, donned their hats, swords, and sword- 
belts, returned, saluted, and withdrew in 
military form.” 


A BATTLEFIELD JOKE. 


To look at Gen. Jack Hays it seems al- 
most incredible that he could have 
served for forty-eight years in the United 
States Army, because he doesn’t seem 
hardly older than that. A wonderful 
career he has had, and it is better than 
reading an historical novel to hear him 
tell of the old days when, on the mos- 
quito-covered plains of Texas, he fought 
the savage Comanches under Capt. Earl 
Van Dorn and Lieut. Fitzhugh Lee, 
though he afterwards opposed these same 
men who were destined to rise to high 
rank in the Confederate army, and for 
both of them he cherishes as warm regard 
as in that heroic era, when they fought 
side by side. In narrating some of his 
experiences at the Ebbitt last evening, 
Gen. Hays said: 

“T was in a hot fight with the Indians 
out in western Texas, in 1859, in which 
Fitzhugh Lee received an arrow in his 
side from the bow of a Comanche chief. 
Not one of his men who crowded about 
him expected he would live. His look 
was so ghastly, his voice so faint, that 
we expected every breath would be his 





last. My heart was nearly broken, for 
I had the same warm liking for him then 
I have ever since cherished. 

“While we stood in a mournful group 
around him one of the boys remarked, at 
the same time exhibiting his hat, with a 
bullet hole through the top: “They've 
got the lieutenant, and if the bullet that 
made this had gone two inches lower, I’d 
been a dead man, too.’ 

“At this Fitz Lee opened his eyes just 
a fraction, and as the ghost of a smile 
played on his pallid face, observed: ‘Jim, 
you needn’t try to impose any such yarn 
as that on us. You got behind a tree, 
and shot that hole in your hat yourself.’ 

“Then and there I knew Fitz Lee wasn’t 
going to die. A man who had life enough 
left to joke was sure to get well.”—Wash- 
ington Post. 


The single screw steam yacht Ozarina 
was put overboard on Saturday, April 4, 
at the yard of the Cresent Shipbuilding 
Company at Elizabethport, N. J., in the 
presence of about 200 invited guests of 
the owner, Mr. Charles S. Bryan of New 
York. The vessel has a guaranteed speed 
of 15 knots but will be able to consider- 
ably exceed her contract speed.

I had to take mine off 
before turning in, as it really did seem 
to be too much for their feelings; but I 
managed to smuggle it under my pillow, 
and when all was quiet I put it on again; 
but when the midshipman came down at 
midnight to call the relief he spied it, and 
we had another scene. This was the last 
I ever saw of my caps.”
